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Survey asks: 
do you want 
a Superblock?

More than 7,000 questionnaires are 


finding their way into the homes of the 
6th, 7th and 3rd wards. 


The subject: Superblock. 
The reason: Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th), 


Aid. Gerald Meyer (7th) and Aid. Spcnce 
Chase (3rd) want to find out from the 
people. They want to know if the tax- 
payers want Superblock. 


"Many people I have talked to In my 


ward don't want Superblock. Nobody has 
asked the people about this. No one has 
made an earnest effort to find out what 
the taxpayers feel about the proposals on 
Superblock. And this is what we arc try- 
Ing to do," Sarlo said. 


TIIE QUESTIONNAIRE states: "With- 


in the next 10 days the city council will 
vote whether to approve the downtown 
redevelopment 
proposal, 
Superblock. 


Tills decision will determine the direction 
of development of tho downtown area, 
and will affect the entire city." 


"Tho developers are asking for consid- 


erable changes in our zoning ordinances. 
This letter is an attempt to obtain the 
opinions of the people," Meyer said. 


Meyer said tho questionnaire Is going 


out to tho different wards, "not just 
one," to get a sampling from different 
areas in DCS Plalncs. 


"I think this decision should involve 


tho people. It is no longer just my opin- 
ion, the mayor's opinion or another al- 
derman's," Sarlo said. "Over the week- 
end I've recevled a few questionnaires 
already answered." Sarlo said tho an- 
swers ho has so far received show the 
people are opposed to Superblock. He 
said ho is hoping to get "at least 800" 
answered from his ward. 


Sarlo and Meyer both have voted 


against past Superblock proposals. 


THE THREE aldermen want the opin- 


ions of their constituents. The questions 
they arc asking go as follows: 


• Are you in favor of granting the 200- 


foot building height variation requested 
by the developer? (Present ordinance: 
100-foot limit.) 


• For this Phase I (Superblock), are 


you in favor of granting the waiver of 
$435,000 that the developer would contrib- 
ute to tho city In lieu of providing his 
own off-street parking? 


• Over the next few years, should the 


city build multiple-tiered parking ga- 
rages adjacent to, and over the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. tracks from 
Graccland Street to River Road? 


• Should the city begin major redevel- 


opment projects before the downtown 
traffic problems arc solved? 


• In any redevelopment 
proposal, 


should tho city basically adhere to its 
zoning ordinances? 


• Should the city adopt the proposed 


"City Comprehensive Plan" before pro- 
ceeding with a redevelopment project of 
this scope? (The comprehensive plan has 
been in committee for two years.) 


"I'm a cautious cat," Sarlo has said. 


"Economics says this is feasible. What 
would happen If economics reversed." 


MEYER HAS SAID that without the 


redevelopment project the city could 
spend tho $600,000 to bo used on the 
Prairie Street widening and sewer work 
for other city projects. 


Meyer said he is urging his con- 


stituents to return the questionnaire to 
him before July 15, since the city council 
will vote on Superblock July 18. 


All tho questionnaires will be tabu- 


lated and presented to the aldermen, 
Sarlo said, "giving them an idea for once 
as to what the people want." 


Sarlo said this is the first time in his 


ward any alderman has attempted to use 
this method in getting public opinion. 
"Maybe some of the other aldermen 
might try getting a questionnaire out."

Wheelchair athletes making it big 


In a few days they will be among the 


35 men representing the United States. 
They will spend a week in London, Eng- 
land competing against Argentina, Great 
Britain, Israel, Sweden and many other 
countries. 


And they will come home, maybe with 


a gold medal. It would be nice to win a 
few like last year, but the important 
thing is that they made it. They can 
come home, knowing they were among 
the best wheelchair athletes in the 
United States and that they competed in 
the International Paralympics. 


SAM TURPIN of Des Plaines and Don 


Vandello have traveled a long road. 
There were hundreds of hours of prac- 
tice, trying different methods, different 
wheelchairs, different styles. 


They competed in regional confer- 


ences. Then there was the national meet 
in New York, where they battled it out 
against 350 other wheelchair athletes to 
qualify for the international competition. 


To pay traveling expenses to go to 


England they pushed their wheelchairs 
from downtown Des Plaines to Lake 
Michigan on the 4th of July, seeking 
sponsors for the $600 trip. 


The easiest way to get the money 


would have been to ask for donations, 
but they didn't do that. They wanted to 
show people they were willing to work 
for any contributions. 


AND THEY DID just that. On the 


Fourth of July, a hot, sunny day, they 
pushed their wheelchairs over 15 miles of 
sidewalks. Don Vandello is a distance 
athlete and he went 30 miles. 


They got a lot of stares and caused a

few traffic jams. There were a few close 
calls with cars while crossing inter- 
sections. One of their friends came along 
for the trip, "just for the exercise." He 
pushed 30 miles. 


"We wanted to show people we could 


put forth some effort on our own," Don 
said. "Instead of going out and just ask- 
ing for donations I wanted to show 
people this was a worthwhile cause. I 
wanted to prove to them I was serious," 
Sam sold. 


THEY DIDN'T get all the money they 


needed, but they're still going. Last year 
when they had their pushathon. there 
wasn't any problem getting contribu- 
tions. "Maybe the novelty wore off," Don 
said, "but I'm still thankful for the 
people who helped out." 


Sam said the people he did see were 


"nice and very helpful." "I want to 
thank all the people who sponsored me.1' 
He said one of the reasons they didn't get 
enough contributions was probably that 
"we only had a few weeks to get started 


after we found out we were officially se- 
lected to go to England." 


Both Sam and Don will play on the 10- 


man basketball team for the United 
States. Both have won gold medals for 
basketball and they'll try to do it again. 


Sam also will compete hi the 100-meter 


dash, the slalom and the pentathlon, a 
five event competition involving — arch- 
ery, racing, javelin, swimming and the 
shotput. 


Don is entered in the 100-meter and 


240-meter races and the slalom. 


WHILE IN England, Sam and Don, 


like the other 33, will have the same ad- 
vantage as the U.S. Olympic athletes. 
When they take the basketball court or 
the track and field grounds, their adrena- 
lin will start to flow stronger and harder 
than athletes from the other countries. 


This happens because, although they 


are representing the U.S., they had to 
practice, work and earn their own way to 
get to London. Some of the other coun- 
tries sponsor and pay their representa- 
tives. Some have training camps, with 
professional coaches. 


Last year, without the training camps 


and coaches and without ever playing be- 
fore as an organized team, the U.S. 
wheelchair basketball team beat the Is- 
raeli team in the lost few seconds of the 
championship game. They took the world 
title by one point. The Israeli team had 
been playing together for more than four 
years, while the U.S. team had been to- 
gether for one week. 


The only difference between the Olym- 


pics and the Paralympics — the wheel- 
chair. 


SAM AND DON have been working for' 


many years preparing for different 
events and staying in shape. Both are 
polio victims. They met and became 
good friends while playing for the Chi- 
cago Sidewinders, a basketball team that 
competes in the National Wheelchair As- 
sociation Conference. 


They are both married and their wives 


will be going with them to the inter- 
national meet.

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Home loans may get tighter, more expensive 
Banks, savings & loans to pay higher interest rates

The good news for small savers this 


week la that banks and savings and loan 
associations can boost their interest 
rates on many types of accounts. But the 
bad news Is that this will tighten the sup- 
ply of money available for mortgage 
loans, squeezing out the home buyers 
with small down payments. 


The Federal Reserve Board and Feder- 


al Deposit Insurance Corp. announced on 
Wednesday that the maximum Interest 
allowed on passbook accounts offered by 
banks Is raised from 4V4 per cent to S per 
cent. There are similar Increases for cer- 
tificates of deposit, In which a saver 
agrees to leave a specified amount of 
money In the institution for a certain 
length of time. These limits are retro- 
active to July 1. 


Savings and loan associations were ad- 


vised on Wednesday by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board that they can 
soon raise their passbook rate from 5 to 
S.2S per cent. The celling on interest 
rates for mortgages backed by the Fed- 


eral Housing Administration (FHA) and 
the Veterans Administration (VA) will go 
from 7 to 7% per cent. For the FHA, this 
won't happen until the Congress com- 
pletes the technicality of renewing the 
government's mortgage authority, which 
expired June 30. 


ACCORDING TO James T. Lynn, secre- 


tary of the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), buyers of 
FHA and VA-backed homes will end up 
paying the same amount of Interest be- 
cause the number of "points" charged on 
a loan will be reduced. Points are a per- 
centage of the mortgage amount charged 
on a one time basis. 


The interest 
celling changes 
are 


pegged to generally rising interest rates 
over the last few months. This week, the 
prime rate was boosted by a number of 
New Jersey banks from 8 to B& per cent. 
This Is expected to be followed by most 
major U. S. banks. 


The home buyer and the home builder 


may be squeezed out of many markets 
because of the rising Interest rates, said 


Robert Widdicombe Jr., executive direc- 
tor of the Home Builders Association of 
Greater Chicago. He seconded the criti- 
cism leveled by the National Association 
of Home Builders and the. National 
League of Insured Savings Associations 
that the Interest rate actions are In- 
flationary. 


"Any time you raise the prime rate or 


the discount rate or these other rates, It 
affects those who live off borrowed mon- 
ey," said Widdicombe. This Increases the 
home builder's cost for land acquisition 
and construction financing. When the 
home buyer wants a mortgage, it jacks 
up the cost again, he said, adding, "If 
the cost becomes excessive, fewer people 
will be able to afford It." 


"IMPORTANTLY, we start to press 


against the usury ceiling in our state 
which Is 8 per cent," Widdicombe added. 
"If the lender Is unwilling to lend his 
money at 8 per cent this simply reduces 
the amount of money available for mort- 
gages. Money goes where the action is. If 


there are alternative investments, lend- 
ers migrate to those areas," 


The last time interest rates climbed as 


high was in the 1969-1970 period, when 
the mortgage money dried up for many 
home buyers in Illinois. This credit 
crunch hurts the marginal buyer with the 
small down payment, said Widdicombe. 


The Cook County Council of Insured 


Savings Association conducted a survey 
of its membership yesterday, and the 
first Indications were that the majority 
of S&L's were against the new interest 
ceilings. Paul Downing, president, said 
the current lack of savings outflows to 
higher paying investments indicates that 
a higher savings rate will not draw more 
customers to S&L's. "In addition, the 
usury laws In Illinois still do not permit 
mortgages above 8 per cent and con- 
sequently such an interest rate on sav- 
ings Interest, If adopted universally In Il- 
linois, could put many savings and loans 
In a cost and reserves squeeze," he said. 


A NUMBER OF banks had already be- 


gun raising their passbook interest rates 


yesterday. This could narrow the relative 
advantage of S&L's In interest rates over 
commercial banks. 


"We heard the news at 5 p.m. on 


Wednesday and immediately raised our 
rates to the legal limit," said Lee Morri- 
son, president of the Palatine National 
Bank In Palatine. "We're also anticpat- 
ing that the 8% per cent prime rate will 
be adopted by other banks and also that 
It could go higher." 


This move by banks hurts S&L's, he 


conceded, because they're stuck with 
long term investments (mortgages) as 
compared to many of the bank in- 
vestments. "Most home mortgages are 
going to become unavailable, for a few 
months," he said. 


Higher interest rates will benefit small 


savers who have not been able to make 
as much In Interest as the large In- 
vestors, said Morrison. This temporary 
boost In rates should peak out this fall, 
he predicts, with a sharp downturn later 
in the year.

Another full-time employe, who had 


not yet contributed, was discharged the 


day following the membership announce- 
ment "for insubordination," Olsen said.

township comtnltteeman. 


The employe told the Herald he was 


fired following a dispute with Olsen after 
the employe saw an "unofficial 
car" 


leaving the township garage on Saturday 
evening. The employe, who had worked 
for the department for about three years, 
said he followed the car and did not 
"know the driver was Olsen until Olsen 
parked at his residence. 


HE SAID OLSEN told him he had been 


washing his car at the garage, and when 
the employe "stated the irregularity of 
the act," he was fired. 


Olsen said he had been testing new 


car-washing equipment, recently in- 
stalled, so that he could demonstrate it 
to department employes on Monday. 


The employe made no charge that his 


discharge was related to the membership 
solicitation, and Olsen stated emphat- 
ically that it was not. 


Olsen said he repeated the request for 


GOP memberships at the highway ga- 
rage Monday and that all the employes 
contributed "except one man who said he 
had forgotten about it and asked if he 
could bring the money the next day." Ol- 
sen said he told the man the membership 
drive would be over by then, but that he 


would put the money in and the employe 
could pay him back later. 


At that time, he said, only the fulltime 


employes were informed of the firing. 


Cowen told the Herald it is "absolutely 


not" the policy to condition "employ- 
ment, payment or promotions" of town- 
ship employes on political contributions. 


"IN RETROSPECT, (Olsen) was un- 


wise in mentioning membership at a 
meeting at which paychecks were dis- 
tributed," said Cowen. "But I'm sure 
that he is aware that the decision of an 
employe to participate or not can have 
absolutely no bearing on his employ- 
ment." 


Lawrence Carrozza, former highway 


commissioner who is still employed with 
the department, said in his 13 years with 
tl'e department there had been no 
r?quest of employes for contributions to 
the GOP organization, but he added that 
he saw nothing wrong in asking for 
membership dues on a voluntary basis. 


Ethel Kolerus, township supervisor, 


said she was "very, very surprised" that 
employes had been asked at work, to con- 
tribute to the party and said it was "ab- 
solutely not" an acceptable recruitment 
practice.

The suit states that four frame resi- 


dences at 1771, 1796, 1800 and 1840 Rand 
which are owned by Forest violate zon- 
ing ordinances. 


The homes, at 1771 and 1840 the suit 


claims, are occupied by more than three 
unrelated persons which are allowed by 
city ordinance. The other two, 1796 and 
1800, are being used commercially. 


The usage violates city zoning ordi- 


nances which prohibit rooming houses or 
commercial usage in the R-2 single fami- 
ly area. 


THE CITY is asking that the court Is- 


sue a mandatory injunction removing all 
but three unrelated persons from two 
and the offices and classrooms of For- 
est's Postgraduate Center from the oth- 
ers. 
. 


All four are used as rooming houses 


and violate the city's Dwelling Mainte- 
nance and Occupancy Ordinance, the suit 
states. The ordinance sets forth min- 
imum standards for light, ventilation, 
heating and other facilities in homes. 


The suit asks that the eourt fine the 


hospital $500 a day for each day of viola- 
tion since the beginning of the illegal us- 
age in addition to issuing an injunction. 


Forest has until July 17 to answer the 


city's suit. According to a spokesman for 
the clerk of the circuit court a trial date 
should be set sometime in mid-August.

Anti-drug 'scare' films don't make it 


by PAMELA M. LARRATT 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The shades 


arc drawn and the movie projector 
snaps on in the public school classroom. 


The Imago of a pale science teacher in 


a venerable white coat projects on the 
far wall. Some students arc bored. The 
"educational" drama they arc about to 
watch Is part of their world outside the 
classroom. 


The "professor" In the movie doesn't 


have the customary chart and pointer, or 
vials of smoking chemicals to busy him- 
self. He has a gun, and he points It at his 
bald temple. Ho pulls the trigger. There 
Is a click. Ho puts the gun down and 
says: 


"You have one out of six chances of 


blowing your brains out with LSD." 


THE FILM WAS singled out recently 


for a showing before newsmen In Wash- 
ington. A leading advocate of straight- 
forward leaching of the drug problem 
was highly critical of the approach token 
by so-called "educational" films on drug 
abuse. 


Richard M. Earlc, chairman of the 


Washington-based National Coordinating 
Council on Drug Education (NCCOE) 
that recently evaluated the more than 
200 available wudiovlsuals on drug 
abuse, commented on the nutty professor 
approach: 


"You can Imagine the hoots of derision 
... In any classroom of bright curious 
kids today after that film is shown. It 
would be far better to show nothing than 
to unreel one of these efforts." 


Of the 200-plus films evaluated in the 


council's third edition of "Drug Abuse 
Films," Earlc said that some H4 per cunt 
were found to be scientifically and con- 
ceptually unacceptable. 


HE WARNED THE public, and espe- 


cially schools, recreation facilities and 
clubs, against acquiring or renting the 
films and condemned the producers as 
conscious "hustlers" of the popular, fear- 
oriented approach to drug education. 


Earlc charged that filmmakers sev- 


eral years ago might have had some ex- 
cuse for shabby research and terror tac- 
tics, because then the drug crisis was 
new and the public hysterical. 


"After all," he said, "drug abuse is a 


multi-layered, exotic subject." 


Now it's different. "Any film produc- 


er," said Earle, "who today sells or 
rents a shoddy and ill-conceived film has 
to be ready to take the accusation of 
Joining the multi-million dollar drug 
education hustle." 


EARLE'S REMARKS were echoed by 


the council's minority panel member, 
Henry Jackson, after a clip from a sec- 
ond film was shown the newsmen. 


The film, titled "A Day in the Death of 


Donny B.," shows a young black addict, 
loping slow-motion through garbage al- 
leys, domestic squalor, rats and roaches, 
with no hope in sight. 


Its perspective was rated negative by 


the council, a white man's view of con- 
nections with heroin in the junkyard of 
the ghettos. 


"Young people need honest answers," 


said Jackson, "not tawdry stereotypes 
and cheap sensationalism."

"Donny," was produced by the Nation- 


al Institute of Mental Health, which Is a 
major contributor to the library of avail- 
able films on drug abuse.

Writer strike may blunt premiere week 


HOLLYWOOD-Tclevlsion's new sea- 


son will probably get off to a piecemeal 
start this fall, because of the recent four- 
month writers' strike, but the situation 
may well work out to the benefit of the 
public. Here's how: 


Normally, the three commercial net- 


works kick off their new seasons In a 
very brief period — a week or so — with 
the various premieres going head-to-head 
with their opposition shows amid lots of 
publicity hoopla aimed at grabbing view- 
ers. It's an almost impossible situation 
for viewers, especially those who want to 
see the first episodes of the new series 
but find they have to miss the debuts of 
some freshman entries because of the 
packed schedule. 


This season, however — the way things 


look now — the annual "premier week" 
will be something less than complete in 
terms of offering the fall debuts because 
of the protracted strike. As of now, all 
three networks expect a number of the 
premieres to be offered on a "staggered" 
basis, as they are ready, over a period of 
weeks, rather than in one, jam-packed, 
seven-day blast. 


^ AND, PRESUMING this turns out to 
be the case, it can only be to the advan- 
tage of viewers because they will have 
more opportunities to see some debuts 
without missing competing premieres. 
This will not be the total case when the 
season begins because the initial fall 
broadcasts of some programs will still 
inevitably be matched against each oth- 
er. But the situation nonetheless will be 
eased for viewers if the "staggering" 
plans are carried out. 


But while the production delay and po- 


tential staggered debuts may benefit 
television watchers, the after effects of 
tho strike are giving the networks all 
kinds of headaches. For 'example, in ad- 
dition to the basic fact of having to 
scramble to get their season together, 
the networks are faced with losing the 
big impetus they count on from all the 
premiere week hoopla. 


One network spokesman mentions the 


"residual effect" of the usual hoopla, and 
that's a big point for the broadcasting 
organizations. While many scries un- 
doubtedly will be starting the season on 


or near schedule, the lack of the seven- 
day jolt could result in a public feeling 
that the new television year is just sort 
of drifting in. 


ALSO, WHEN THE series finally are 


on the air, it will take longer than usual 
in the season for a network to determine 
what are its ratings hits and failures, 
and to act on its cancellation decisions. 
As a network spokesman says, "We usu- 
ally have a pretty good indication on hits 
and failures by the second week in Octo- 
ber. But not this year." 


Another spokesman notes that the stu- 


dios are good at making up time on pro- 
duction, and feels there will be enough 
new season series on the networks at 
their originally planned time so that 
viewers will not think there is any kind 
of chaos — and he's probably right in 
both these thoughts. However, one thing 
comes through more clearly than ever as 
television rushes to get its new season in 
shape: "Premier Week," with its usual 
insane competition, is really for the 
benefit of the networks, not viewers.

The prob- 
lem is, not all sore tongues are geogra- 
phic tongues. The tongue is a very good 
indicator of many medical disorders. 
This is why the doctor asks a patient to 
stick out the tongue, and takes a good 
look at it during a medical examination. 


You can sec evidence of some vitamin 


deficiencies from the tongue, you can 
find evidences of anemia, and there ore 
many other important things to observe 
during the examination of the tongue. 


WHETHER OR NOT you can do some- 


thing about a sore tongue depends on 
what's causing it. If it's due to a vitamin 
deficiency, then of course this problem 
can be corrected. 


If it is the changes of the tongue asso- 


ciated with certain anemias, correction 
of this underlying problem will change 
the character of the tongue. 


The point I would like to make to the 


large number of you who sent in letters 
of treatment for geographic tongue is 
that you're probably all correct in the 
point that many of these forms of 
treatment arc helpful for certain sore 
tongues, but not for all sore tongues, 
which gets me back to my original state- 
ment, "not every sore tongue is a geog- 
raphic tongue."

A 
skin rash could be chicken pox, scarlet 
fever, or even secondary syphilis, or 
such exotic Illnesses as Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever. The treatment of the skin 
rash depends on what causes it. The 
same applies to changes In the tongue. 
The treatment of the problem of the 
tongue, Including sore tongues, depends 
on what's causing It. 


For those changes in the tongue that 


are really geographic tongue, I am sorry 
to say that we really do not have a spe- 
cific treatment at this time. For those 
who have changes in their tongue associ- 
ated with vitamin deficiencies or per- 
nicious anemia, there are 
suitable 


treatments for these disorders. 


A symptom is a sympton, It Is not a 


diagnosis, and this is why a doctor has to 
take fairly complete history and an ex- 
amination to find out what it is that's 
causing the symptom, then treat this 
problem and not the symptom itself.

0'IIarc Airport received an ob- 
vious snub from the City of Chi- 
cago last week and it has become 
apparent once again that the sub- 
urbs can expect nothing from Chi- 
cago except abuse. 


Representatives 
of

failed to show up at hearings held 
by U.S. Cong. Sam Young, R-lOth, 
:into airport noise, despite the fact 
. that Cong. Young was acting in an 
official capacity and his hearings 
had the imprimatur of the United 
•Stales Congress. 


Young and his Ad Hoc Com- 


mittee of the House committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
•were looking for some answers

about the serious matter of noise 
pollution. Many agencies respond- 
ed with testimony, including the 
much bclcagurcd Federal Aviation 
Administration. The most powerful 
political entity and the one which 
actually controls O'Harc, the City 
of Chicago, refused to give testi- 
mony or send a written statement 
to the Ad Hoc Committee. 


That's about what the suburbs 


have come lo expect from Chicago 
and it is typical of the frustrating 
tactics of the city which thinks it- 
self so large it can do what it pleas- 
es. 


As we have said before, no 


realistic view of the serious prob- 
lems of the metropolitan region 
can be taken without recognizing 
the worth and impact of Chicago. 
It is the reason the Northwest sub- 
urbs exist, and we in the suburbs 
and those who live in the city share 
a common bond in the quality of 
life available in Northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


So it is with particular dismay 


that we view the latest actions of 
Chicago. Although it is evident that 
the suburbs of Chicago now nearly 
match the city in population and 
vitality, our voice and in fact our 
demands for cooperation remain 
unanswered. Cong. Young was 
doing his job by convening his 
committee in Park Ridge to se- 
riously consider the effects of noise 
pollution on communities adjacent 
to the airport. Young is no enemy 
of aviation — although being a Re- 
publican is apparently the same as 
being a dc facto enemy to the Chi- 
cago pols. 


All we want from the city of Chi- 


cago is the truth. What about air- 
port expansion? What about con- 
trols by the city and the FAA on 
flight paths and flight frequency? 
What about new runways? What 
about new flight techniques such as 
the two-step approach? 


Without Chicago's participation 


in any dialogue about these ques- 
tions the suburbs are just shouting 
alone into the jet blast. 


Despite latest snubbing by Chi- 


cago we urge Cong. Young to con- 
tinue his efforts. Somehow the City 
of Chicago must be made to recog- 
nize what many suburbanites have 
recognized all along: we are in this 
metropolitan 
region 
together; 


there are things such as noise and 
air pollution which do not recog- 
nize the boundaries on a map. 


Art or junk? 


The thing about modern art. or 


most of the stuff that is passed off 
as art, is that there is simply no 
way to judge it. 


Take the minor tragedy that be- 


fell sculptor John Chamberlain in 
Chicago the other day. Chamber- 
lain is an "abstract expressionist" 
who fashioned two 300-pound, six- 
foot-high sculptures out of Junk 
metal — twisted automobile bump- 
ers, crumpled washing machines 
and the like — all welded together 
in an abstractly cxpressionistic 
manner, or cxprcssionistlcally ab- 
stract manner. 


Chamberlain valued the sculp- 


tures at a total of $20,000 — and 
who is to gainsay him? 


At any rale, it seems that one 


Waller Kelly, owner of an art gal- 
lery, made the mistake of taking 
the sculptures outside his ware- 
house to clean them up for a pros- 
pective buyer. 


"I had them covered with canvas 


but the wind blew It off," said Kel- 
ly. "Buildings are being renovated 
In the neighborhood and a lot of 


junkmen arc around hauling things 
away." 


J u n k m e n . Junk sculpture. 


You've guessed the ending. Even 
the offer of a $1,000 reward failed 
to turn up the missing works of art. 


The moral: Either, (a) it's too 


bad we don't have more esthetical- 
ly sensitive junkmen in this coun- 
try or, (b) sculpture ought to bear 
characteristics which even to the 
untutored eye set it apart from the 
general run of Inventory one finds 
in a typical junkyard. 


Which suggests one test of mod- 


ern art. If a collision between an 
automobile and a brick wall pro- 
duces a result indistinguishable 
from some of the things enshrined 
in our museums, then either, (a) 
auto crashes are a great art form 
or, (b) junk sculpture is Junk. 


Chimpanzees have been known 


to throw paint around and come up 
with abstract canvases that al- 
leged experts could not tell were 
not made by human hands. So far, 
however, no chimp has duplicated 
anything like Leonardo's Mona 
Lisa.

ciation, I'm unable to understand the 
benefit our association will receive from 
Senate Bill 486 as stated in the editorial.

You question the judgment of a doctor

The law is very specific as to when a 


weapon may be used and on who the re- 
sponsibility rests. Law enforcement offi- 
cers have gone to jail for improper use 
of a weapon and it would hold true with 
retired officers. Morally and legally. 


Many watchmen, private investigators, 


guards and security personnel are per- 
mitted to carry concealed weapons even 
though many of them have not been 
properly trained and their ages are not 
exactly youngsters. Yet your editorial 
contends a man who has had at least 20 
years of training should not be permitted 
to make himself available when an emer- 
gency arises. The citizens would definite- 
ly be getting additional protection with- 
out cost to the city.

Labor official accuses Teamsters- Local 705 
Union tactics 'racketeering' 


A ruling last week by a National Labor 


Relations Board (NLRB) official, label- 
ing the tactics of Chicago-based Team- 
sters Local 705 as "sheer racketeering," 
opens the door for some $60 million to $90 
million in suits for repayment of money 
collected from area service station own- 
ers. 


Stanley Ohlbaum, administrative law 


judge for the NLRB, in Washington, 
handed down- the ruling Wednesday. He 
said an investigation of Local 705, which 
represents local cartage and local driv- 
ers in the Chicago area, disclosed a 15- 
year history of illegal tactics in enrolling 
gasoline station attendants and illegally 
pressuring employers for contributions. 


Ohlbaum said the union's actions were 


"flagrant and corrupting," also referring 
to their actions as "sheer racketeering." 
He is turning evidence in the case to the 
Justice Department for review. 


ORDERING THE UNION to repay 


thousands of workers for initiation and 
other fees which were illegally collected, 
Ohlbaum said this could total $90 million. 
The period for which the repayment Is to 


be made covers six months before and 
after the filing of charges in November, 
1970, by the Gasoline Retailers Associ- 
ation of Metropolitan Chicago. 


Louis Peick, head of Local 705, is a key 


Teamsters official. He is one of three 
trustees of the Teamsters international 
union. The union attorneys agreed to ap- 
peal the decision to the full NLRB board, 
contending that Ohlbaum's findings are 
not correct. 


Gene Albano, executive director of the 


Gasoline Retailer Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago, said the NLRB decision 
should mean an end to pressuring of at- 
tendants and service station owners for 
contributions to Local 705. The dealers 
had been paying dues and health and 
welfare benefits for their employes, 
when threatened with the cutoff of gaso- 
line deliveries, he said. 


ALBANO SAID THE biggest chunk of 


payments from the union will come in 
civil suits, expected to total $60 to $90 
million. "We never got the actual num- 
ber of attendants affected," he said, "but 
we're assuming it is maybe 5,000 to 


6,000." The Industry has a 35 to 40 per 
cent annual turnover. The only way to 
track and locate all the employes affect- 
ed will be through union records, Albano 
said Thursday. 


"The whole thing started when the 


union refused to negotiate a.contract," 
Albano added. The requirement that 
weekly contributions had to be made to 
the union coffers increased the cost of 
operation for many dealers, he said. 


The NLRB ruling also charged that Lo- 


cal 705 did not try to represent its mem- 
bership among gasoline station attend- 
ants, once they were recruited. 


More than 20 instances of specific 


wrongdoing by the union were listed in 
Ohlbaum's statement. He said the im- 
proper practices usually meant a con- 
frontation with a new service station 
owner in the Chicago area. The owner 
would be shown a collective agreement 
to represent the station 
employes. 


Threats of picketing and a cutoff of gaso- 
line supply deliveries were made, if the 
owner didn't sign the contract.

come from to Invest? 


Unless the proverbial rich uncle dies 


and leaves it to you, the $10,000 doesn't 
drop from the sky ready to start grow- 
ing. 


Cosh for Investment are those dollars 


remaining out of the bundle of bucks you 
bring home from the office or plant. The 
nut you squirrel away for seed accumu- 
lates from the dollars you manage to 
hang onto after spending for food, hous- 
ing, clothing and all the rest. Or, look at 
your spending like a business and devel- 
op your own annual income statement. 


Begin with your total Income earned 


for 1972. You can find that information 
on your W-2 form plus any interest, rent, 


royalties, or other income earned. Or, if 
you are figuring your income tax for 
1972, use your gross income reported as 
your starting point. 


You can take away the big ex- 


penditures quickly — Social Security and 
income taxes withheld, mortgage or rent 
payments, car payments, and other in- 
stallment debts, medical bills, and on 
into the smaller nitty-gritty.

difference will show up as bills remain- 
ing unpaid or savings reduced. 


If you spent less than you earned, con- 


sider the remaining dollars as your prof- 
It, or retained earnings from your family 
"business." these are your capital dol- 
lars — your nest egg for Investment. 


A family loaded with short-term debt

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9 equal rights bills reach Governor's desk 


Nine of 10 women's rights bills In- 


troduccd into (he Illinois legislature were 
passed and sent to the Governor's desk 
before the overtime session ended last 
Alonday. 


E u g e n i a 
Chapman, D-Arllngton 


Heights a co-sponsor of the bills, pre- 
dicted that Governor Walker will sign 
them Into law. 


Mrs. Chapman said the bills Imple- 


ment the equal rights clause of the stutc 
constitution. But, she cautioned, this will 
not reduce the need for passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"ERA concerns your relationship to 


the U.S. Constitution and to the govern- 
ments of other states that do not have 


equal rights clauses 
In their con- 


stitutions," she sold. 


She added that the equal rights provi- 


sions of the Illinois state constitution 
"haven't destroyed the family," an argu- 
ment that has been used by opponents of 
the ERA. 


The 10 bills, which were sponsored by 


all eight women in the House, including 


. Rep. Virginia Macdonald, R-Arllngton 


Heights, were the result of research that 
turned up Inequities in the Illinois stat- 
utes with regard to the rights of women. 


INCLUDED among the bills were mea- 


sures to change the reference in the 
Wrongful Death Act from "widow" to 
"surviving spouse;" to substitute the 
word "person" in each Instance where 


the term "woman" is used; to prohibit 
discrimination 
in employment under 


state and federal defense contracts; and 
to prohibit discrimination in employment 
under the University Civil Service Sys- 
tem. 


The only bill that did not pass would 


have repealed the law restricting women 
to an 8-hour work day. According to Mrs. 
Chapman, the bill was defeated because 
"there were differing views on how to 
provide for equal treatment." 


She said organized labor favored vol- 


untary overtime with time-and-a-half pay 
to be extended to all workers, male and 
female. 


In related developments, Mrs. Chap- 


man won passage of a House resolution 


establishing a committee to study state 
employment of women and minority 
groups. 


SHE SAID THE nine-member com- 


mittee will study employment patterns in 
all branches of state government. It will 
look at the age, sex, rank, compensation, 
length of employment and promotion of 
women and minority groups "us con- 
trasted with other employees," Mrs. 
Chapman said. 


"There appears to be some evidence 


that women and minority groups arc dis- 
criminated against by the state in the 
area of employment," she said, adding 
that the state is the biggest employer in 
Illinois. 


The committee is required to report on 


its findings by Dec. 1, 1974, and to pro- 
pose legislative solutions. 


Mrs. Chapman also reported at the 


close of the session last week that 
"things are moving now" with a lawsuit 
filed in May by ERA proponents. The 
suit challenges the requirements of the 
Illinois Constitution for ratification of 
federal constitutional amendments. 


THE SUIT contends that the 95-72 vote

Mrs. Chapman said last week that no 


state in the union has a constitutional 
provision for an extraordinary majority 
such as the three-fifths majority required 
by the Illinois Constitution for ratifica- 
tion of federal constitutional amend- 
ments.

HONOLULU — A coed who swings 


from a ropo Into a reservoir 40 feet be- 
low, marches for hours on a drill field 
and hits the targets on a ride range Is 
the lop Army ROTC cadet at the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii. 


Pfc. Alison L. Mclcmal was "looking 


for a challenge" and found It In ROTC. 


The 10-ycnr-old freshman, among the 


first group of women ever to enroll In a 
university ROTC program, was named 
the top cadet over her male and female 
colleagues. 


"I have this thing about personal chal- 


lenges," Miss Mclcmal said. "I wanted 
to sec what I could do." 


The University of Hawaii was one of 10 


schools In the United States which 
opened Army ROTC ranks to .woman as 
n pilot program last fall. The program, 
part of the Army's plan to achieve all- 
volunteer status, Is aimed at making 
Army life more attractive to women by 
enlarging the opportunities available to 
them. 


MISS MELEMAI. among the handful 


of eager young women lo sign up at the 
University of Hawaii, was selected the 
top cadet on the basis of over-all ex- 
cellence and attitude. 


Attending training camps at Schoflcld 


Barracks, Miss Mclcmal dropped from a 
rope suspended 40 feet high Into a reser- 
voir, swam ashore and came out smiling. 
Her fatigues were dripping. 


She has spent hours winding through 


rough terrain, marching up and down on 
drill fields and practicing on the rifle 
ranges. Miss Mclcmal has received in- 
struction In leadership, psychology, man- 
agement, map reading and small unit 
tac'lcs. 


"I didn't Join ROTC to see how much I 


could get out of It," she sold. "I want to 
sec how much I can do." 


"It teaches you about people, manage- 


ment and leadership," Miss Mclcmai 


sold. "The training can benefit you wher- 
ever you go." 


MISS MELEMAI was selected the top 


Army ROTC cadet over 70 men and a 
dozen other women. The award brings 
her a four-year scholarship that covers 
expenses for books, supplies and tuition, 
plus a $100 monthly stipend. 


In addition to her ROTC activities, 


Miss Mclcmal had the highest possible 
grade point average for her first semes- 
ter at the university.

Miss Melcmal docs not consider being 
the top cadet a disadvantage with the 
male cadets, who far outnumber the 
women In the program here. 


"At first the guys felt a little funny 


around girl cadets," she said. "But now 
they're used to us and ask us out on 
dates. 


"When I won the award, everyone con- 


gratulated me, males and females." 


"WHEN YOU'RE feminine, you're al- 


ways feminine," she said. "It doesn't 
matter If the guys see you with a rifle or 
covered with mud." 


Miss Melemai's enrollment in the 


ROTC program grew out of family Inter- 
est. Her father, a long time Army re- 
servist and booster of ROTC, was de- 
lighted when one of his four daughters 
signed up. 


Miss Melemai must serve four years of 


active duty in the regular Army follow- 
ing her graduation and Is confident the 
military Is a career a girl can go far in. 


"Just try to excel for yourself," she 


advises. "If you don't learn anything in 
ROTC, it's your own fault."

Wheeler-dealer in trivia 


All my life I have been a collector of 


useless facts. When I was in school this 
was a hindrance. Then I found it impos- 
sible to remember the dotes of any ma- 
jor wars or treaties because my mind 
was cluttered with movie stars' birth- 
dates and the specific gravities of an as- 
sortment of breakfast cereals. 


However, as I reached adulthood and 


trivia became the game In vogue, my 
being a useless fact collector turned out 
to have some value. I learned at that 
time, If one didn't have the precise 
knowledge at hand, one could often fake 
It with a related useless fact. 


For example, the fact that the per ca- 


pita paper consumption in the United 
States Is 40 tons sounds as though it 
would be retained by someone knowl- 
edgeable about the paper 
industry. 


Maybe so, but I can't get it out of my 
mind. I con create an aura of knowing 
all about it with my lone fact about 


whales, too. Sometimes their backs get 
sunburned and peel. 


NOW USUALLY when I find an inter- 


esting useless fact, I store it until I find 
the relevant time and impressionable 
company In which to bring it up. But I 
just found one that is too good to keep. 


This information concerns a method of 


catching the kind of fish one prefers. 
Now I am interested in fishing only with- 
out bait. That way I don't have to worry 
about being disturbed from a nap by a 
fish on the line. However, this method so 
intrigued me that I had to put it in my 
fact file — even though, for me, it would 
be useless. 


According to the experts, one must 


first catch one fish. As scon as it is 
pulled out of the water, take it off the 
hook and insert a thermometer in its 
mouth, using an instrument that shows 
temperatures between 50 degrees and 100 
degrees. Then tie the thermometer to the 


fishing line near the weight — after re- 
moving it from the fish and noting the 
reading, of course. If the fish you first 
caught is desirable, secure the bait at 
the depth that is the same as the fish's 
temperature. If you wish to try for an- 
other breed of fish, adjust the weight to 


• carry the bait to another depth, i.e., tem- 
perature level. 


THE IDEA BEHIND this is that differ- 


ent kinds of fish' seek different water lev- 
els depending on the water temperature. 
Generally the temperature of the fish is 
' the same as the temperature of the wa- 
ter it swims in. 


I'm sure this information has value for 


someone, but as I have stated, it has ab- 
solutely none for me. But I'm sure I will 
never forget it. I am also sure that it is 
now occupying the space in my personal 
memory bank that once was reserved for 
reminding me where I left my grocery 
list.

As for protect- 
ing homes, paint on the insecticide with 
a small paintbrush and try to touch ev- 
ery area over which these ants may 
travel — window frames, doors, posts, 
baseboards, plumbing pipes and so forth. 
My sympathy to everyone distressed 
over such invasions.

of our scraggly azalea bushes, we found 
that the roots never broke through the 
planter mix used by the growers. We 
now make sure the roots will not stay 
pot-bound by breaking away as much of 
the planter mixture as possible before 
planting the azalea in the ground — 
which should be properly prepared, of 
course. This problem happens with other 
shrubs so firmly planted in the mixes, 
the roots can't reach into the ground.

Is the all-woman college going the way 


of the high tea, white gloves and calling 
cards? 


Probably not, according to a study by 


Educational Testing Service's College 
Research Center (CRC). Ninety of the fe- 
male-only Institutions intend to stick by 
their single sex status, the CRC learned. 


Since 1960 more than 100 women's col- 


leges opened their doors to men. The 
heyday year was 1970 when 21 women's 
colleges changed over. Last year, only 11 
switched. 


In 1960, there were 298 women's col- 


leges In the United States. By last year 
152 had either admitted men or gone out 
of business. Of the 146 who rode it out, 


however, only 90 are committed to con- 
tinuing as all-girl schools. The rest have 
adopted a wait and see attitude. 


Among the committed institutions is 


Cazenovia College In Cazenovia N.Y. 


Its course listings reflect the college's 


concern with helping its students to dis- 
cover 
their 
own identities. 
Among 


courses currently offered are psychology 
of women, sociology of women and, in 
the English department, feminine identi- 
ty in literature. 


The college also offers what some sup- 


porters of the women's movement might 
regard as sexist curricula. Secretarial 
studies and child study are two popular 
with students. 


Dr. Vincent DeBaun, president of Caze- 


novia, says such courses are as impor-

tant for the liberated as for the non-liber- 
ated woman. 


What is gone at Cazenovla as at many 


other all-women colleges: the finishing 
school image. What has arrived is career 
education, occupying an increasingly im- 
portant place. 


Dr. DcBaun said studies show a steady 


change between 1965 and 1970 in the atti- 
tude of college freshmen women toward 
their own futures. Some of the changes, 
undoubtedly, may be traced to the wom- 
en's liberation movement. 


The studies reflect a growing desire for 


a professional life and for postgraduate 
study, and a sharp decline In the wish for 
a family-centered life. 


Dr. DeBaun rejects the idea that the 


all-woman college is an old-fashioned 
thing. 


"It isn't the women's college that's old- 


fashioned; it's the outmoded thinking 
that originally led to it. 


"The idea was that it would be bad for 


girls to be distracted by boys while 
they're in class."

Wheeling Township highway depart- 


ment employes were asked to contribute 
for membership in the Wheeling Town- 
ship Republican Organization at a brief 
meeting at which their paychecks were 
distributed. 


Township Highway Comr. Arthur Olsen 


confirmed to the Herald Friday he sum- 
moned his highway crew shortly before 
quitting time a week ago Friday. He said 
the purpose of the meeting, as in pre- 
vious such meetings, was "to make an- 
nouncements." 


The announcements at this meeting in- 


cluded a call for volunteers to drive ve- 
hicles in the July 4 parade of the Pros- 
pect Heights Lions Club, and a request 
for memberships in the township GOP 
organization. 


Olsen said that "it was maybe impru- 


dent of me" to ask for memberships at 
the same time he handed out paychecks, 
but he emphasized that he Informed the 


workers that the contributions were 
strictly voluntary. 


BY THE FOLLOWING Monday, all the 


five full-time and eight part-time em- 
ployes of the department had made con- 
tributions of $2 for single memberships 
or $3 for family memberships, Olsen 
said. 


Another full-time employe, who had 


not yet contributed, was discharged the 
day following the membership announce- 
ment "for insubordination," Olsen said. 


The highway commissioner declined to 


discuss the circumstances of the firing, 
on the advice of Township Attorney Rich- 
ard A. Cowen, who also is Republican 
township coramitteeman. 


The employe told the Herald he was 


fired following a dispute with Olsen after 
the employe saw an "unofficial 
car" 


leaving the township garage on Saturday 
evening. The employe, who had worked 
for the department for about three years, 
said he followed the car and did not 
know the driver was Olsen until Olsen 
parked at his residence. 


HE SAID OLSEN told him he had been 


washing his car at the garage, and when 
the employe "stated the irregularity of 
the act," he was fired. 


Olsen said he had been testing new 


car-washing equipment, recently in- 
stalled, so that he could demonstrate it 
to department employes on Monday. 


The employe made no charge that his 


discharge was related to the membership 
solicitation, and Olsen stated emphat- 
ically that it was not. 


Olsen said he repeated the request for 


GOP memberships at the highway ga- 
rage Monday and that all the employes 
contributed "except one man who said he 
had forgotten about it and asked If he 
could bring the money the next day." Ol- 
sen said he told the man the membership 
drive would be over by then, but that he 
would put the money In and the employe 
could pay him back later. 


At that time, he said, only the fulltlme 


employes were informed of the firing. 


Cowen told the Herald it is "absolutely 


not" the policy to condition "employ- 


ment, payment or promotions" of town-" 
ship employes on political contributions. . 


"IN RETROSPECT, (Olsen) was un- 


wise in mentioning membership at a-' 
meeting at which paychecks were dis-. 
tributed," said Cowen. "But I'm sure 
that he is aware that the decision of an- 
employe to participate or not can have- 
absolutely no bearing on his employ- 
ment." 


Lawrence Carrozza, former highway 


commissioner who is still employed with' 
the department, said in his 13 years with 
the department there had been no 
request of employes for contributions to 
the GOP organization, but he added that 
he saw nothing wrong in asking for 
membership dues on a voluntary basis. 


Ethel Kolerus, township supervisor, 


said she was "very, very surprised" that 
employes had been asked at work to con- 
tribute to the party and said it was "ab- 
solutely not" an acceptable recruitment 
practice. 


Valenza blames one uncleared item 
TOP Party financial report 
'delayed' awaiting check

A report on tho campaign finances of 


Wheeling's To Overall Progress Party

his party would be released until the fi- 
nancial records were complete. 


"I don't plan on doing anything until I 


get the records," he said late last month. 
"I'm not going to make any estimate 
over the phone." 


Valcnza, a former village trustee, has 


been unavailable for further comment on 
tho release of the TOP financial records 
since the Herald reported a federal 
grand jury is investigating building and 
zoning practices hi Wheeling. 


TOP TREASURER Roberta Krause 


said Friday she received the party's 
bank statement for the month of June. 
She said one of two outstanding checks 


Flood-control program 
planned for two parks 


by JILL BETTNER 


Wheeling park officials are working 


with the village board on a flood-control 
program to make the Heritage Park and 
Husky Park retention basins usable for. 
recreation. 


Tho ground Is wet at both basins most 


of tho time, making them unusable for 
any type of leisure activity. 


A study, prepared by engineering con- 


sultant Herbert G. Pocrtner, outlines a 
plan to solve the problems at the basins 
to free them for recreation. Tho plan Mill 
also Increase the flood control capacity 
of both facilities. 


In a meeting last Thursday night with 


Village Trustee Bill Hcin and Village 
Mgr. George Passolt, the park board ap- 
proved tho concept of the proposed plan. 
The commissioners requested more In- 
formation on some parts of tho lengthy 


report, but agreed to cooperate with the 
trustees in studying the feasibility of the 
recommendations. 


THE REPORT calls for the construc- 


tion of a channel around the basin at 
Heritage Park that would allow water 
from minor storms, that presently emp- 
ties Into the basin, to bypass the facility 
and go directly into the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch. The channel would also collect 
sediment that now fills the basin and 
causes weed growth; 


Pocrtner recommended that the basin 


be deepened to hold 10 feet of water in 
the center during normal weather condi- 
tions. He said this depth would support 
fish life. Pumps would be Installed to 
maintain the stable water level. 


The design of the Heritage Park basin, 


contained In the report, shows the chan-

have cleared the bank, but that one final

They said they 
had nothing to do with finances either 
during or after the campaign, and said 
they have never been contacted about re- 
leasing the information. 


Even the assistant campaign manager 


for the TOP party, Dick Masse, said he 
had nothing to do with party finances. In 
fact, Massa resigned his position in 
March because he was given little re- 
sponsibility in making campalp deci- 
sions. 


The finances came into question when 


candidates of the opposing Wheeling In- 
dependent Party (WHIP) challenged the 
amount of money being spent by the TOP 
party.

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Drainage ditch 
endorsed as a 
wildlife refuge

The Wheeling Plan Commission has 


endorsed n proposal to make the banks 
of the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling Drainage 
Ditch a wildlife preserve, but apparently 
is not sure how to pursue the project. 


Esther Davis, 15 E. Jeffrey Avc., pre- 


sented her proposal for a wildlife pre- 
serve to the commission at the recom- 
mendation of the village attorney. Plan 
commission members, however, said 
they would need legal counsel before 
they could take any action to implement 
the program. 


"I think you have a very good idea, but 


I don't know what steps we could take," 
said Herb Lortz, chairman of the plan 
commission. He said the commission 
should probably contact Village Atty. 
Paul Hamcr for his opinion of the proj- 
ect. 


COMMISSION MEMBER Wilfred Som- 


mcr said, the project would take a great 
deal of research to develop because of 
legal matters Involved. 


Village Mgr. George Pnssolt said when 


ho first heard the proposal, he thought 
the program would only require getting 
casements along the creek banks. He 
noted that the village already requests 
such casements to allow for the cleaning 
and proposed widening of the creek. 


Members of the commission, however, 


said that these casements do not prevent 
developers from clearing away natural 
vegetation. They also noted that although 
the developers have granted casements 
along the creek, the property Is still pri- 
vately owned. 


For this reason, Passolt suggested that 


Mrs. Davis might begin her project by 
contacting the park district. He said she 
could begin with a small section of the 
creek which borders park land, nnd then 
expand as the legal matters were explor- 
ed. 


AS PAHT OK her program, Mrs. Davis 


suggested that the areas bordering the 
creek be left In their natural state, ad- 
ding only trees and wlldfowcrs native to 
the area. 


"This would provide an excellent na- 


ture study area for schools, scouts and 
interested citizens close to home," she 
said. "In cases where property Is private- 
ly owned, we could ask the owner If they 
would like to participate in the commu- 
nity program." 


Mrs. Davis said the village might also 


want to Initiate a program of trans- 
planting trees and plants along the creek 
to give a more even ground coverage. 
She said the village could also begin 
planting trees further back from the 
banks to provide vegetation in case the 
creek is widened. 


According to Mrs. Davis, the program 


to preserve the natural state of the creek 
is important because of rapid devel- 
opment In the Wheeling area. 


"AS YOU ALL know, there Isn't much 


land left In Wheeling, and I feel If we 
don't do something we're going to be sor- 
ry," she said. "Due to the population ex- 
plosion, changes In growth patterns In 
the suburbs and lack of space, the time 
for planning will be behind us all too 
soon." 


Mrs. Davis said she hoped the project 


would not create "legal entanglements 
since this would be a moral commitment 
on the part of the people and the vil- 
lage."

Gas station operator scoffs at highway proposal

Leonard Klaybor doesn't think Gov. 


Daniel Walker's proposed highway will 
ever be built. And If It ever Is, Klaybor 
said he won't like it. 


"The way I see it Walker Is probably a 


good governor, but with Mayor Daluy 
and the rest of his clowns running things, 
It won't get done," he sold, 


Klaybor is the manager of Leonard's 


Colonial Standard gas station at U.S. fit. 
12 and Quentin Road, just west of tho 
village of Klldecr, a tiny Lake County 
town near Long Grove. 


His service statlonis several miles to 


the west of the proposed Interstate High- 
way Gov. Walker announced last week as 
his alternative to the Crosstown Ex- 
pressway. 


Klaybor will not be In the path of the 


new road, but he will definitely feel the 
effects. "If they build it, forget it for me. 
I'm dead," he said. 


HIS STATION Is just a year old. It is 


scrubbed, neat and well lighted. Klaybor 
has the kind of station that is pictured In 
magazine ads to Illustrate the gasoline 
dealer as a neighborhood businessman. 


"I'll just have to go under if they put 


an expressway here in the area. The only 
thing keeping me afloat now are those 
stoplights on the corner. If those cars go 
by at 80 or 00, I won't stand a chance. 
And if the road doesn't go by here, it'll 
drain off a lot of customers. I don't sec 
how I can make it," he said above the 
highway noise. 


"It's always been my dream to have 


my own station. But the way every- 
thing's going I might just as well close 
up and work for somebody else. It takes 
four to five years to get on your feet, If 
everything goes the way it should. But 
with gas shortages, company pressure 
and expressways, I just don't know. Do I 
have much invested? Just about $45,000 
in loans and notes. I'm just scratching 
now, I don't know what'll happen." 


The countryside through which the In- 


terstate would run is a pleasant jumble 
of truck farms, nurseries, massive es- 
tates and new weekend hldeways. 


The ground rolls gently with slight 


swells extending from the Wisconsin 
moraines to the north. The fields are 
bordered by thick groves of trees. Car- 
dinals and jays dart through the stands 
of woods. 


Gov. Walker put a $294 million price 


tag on the project. About $72 million of 
this is planned for land acquisition. The 
state figured a cost of $1.31 million per 
mile for acquiring the right-of-way. This 
comes out to about $37,400 an acre. 


A spokesman for the state said the fig- 


ures were "very, very rough guessti- 
mates." The quality of the land and 
whether It Is developed would affect the 
final cost, he said. 


LONG GROVE stands apart-from the 


usual Northwest suburb. A restored vil- 


THE RUSTIC covered bridge will 


soon stand beside Gov. Daniel Walk- 


lage as a commercial enterprise is 
reached by means of the blacktops off 
the highway. 


Poised to the south of the village is the 


improved extension of Rt. 53, the basis 
for the new interstate. 


The manager of the Crossroads store 


in Long Grove is used to the Idea of the 
concrete march through the town. A new 
Improved Rt. 53 has been in the planning 
stage for years before Gov. Walker 
tagged it the alternative to the Cross- 
town. 


"Most people here have resigned them- 


selves to the idea of having this built. 
The village opposed it. It splits the vil- 
lage in half. But it won't affect the busi- 
ness district much," he said. 


But the manager of Glnny's Gift Shop 


in Long Grove thinks the highway would 
provide a more direct route to the vil- 
lage. 


"People have problems finding the 


place," she said of the asphalt cut-offs 
that now lead to town. 


Nick Nohl drives a truck for the Elgin 


Paper Co. and he looks forward to the 
new road. 


"It's really what we need to get us 


around the city, especially if you're a 
trucker. These areas are getting built up 
and the people need a road," he said. 


Nohl, although he likes the governor's 


plans, is not satisfied. "We also need 
that crosstown road. It's rough driving 
through the streets downtown." 


L. Koch owns 20 acres of farm land 


outside the village of Hawthorne Woods. 
He also operates a small produce stand 
on Old Hlggins Road. 


"Where the hell are they going to put 


it, I want to know. They should put it 
through the new homes. They are the 
ones who want it. Why should they cut up 
farm land? What's a person to do if he's 


er's

got some acres over here and another 
little plot over there? You tell me. What 
the hell are they going to do?" 


ALTHOUGH KOCH fears for himself 


and the other farmers in the area, the 
fields have steadily been giving way to 
developers for some time. 


Marjorie Taylor works in the Ela 


Township Office, Lake Zurich, which en- 
compasses part of the proposed route. 


"The farmers are selling out all 


around here. They can't afford to farm 
here anymore on a small scale. Since the 
government cut back on the subsidies, 
the farmer Is finding it pretty hard. Now 
they're cutting up the farms for the de- 
velopers." 


The new road would be west of the vil- 


lage, but Mrs. Taylor sees benefits in 
that. "It'll get the trucks out of town. We 
don't have room for them any more. 
They can just roll by us." 


Mundelein straddles the path for the 


highway. The small businessman there 
looks to the future and likes what he 
foresees. 


Some like Edd Miller are optimistic 


about the road and its benefits to his gas 
station. 


"IT WOULD HELP this area consld- 


erably since there's not much going on. 
It'd help the area grow," he said. 


He can already see growth. A Holiday 


Inn opened across the road just last 
month and a new shopping center is go- 
ing up just down the road. 


Miller's father Shlrl manages the sta- 


tion for him and he makes no bones 
about his view of Walker's announce- 
ment, "We'd love It." 


The northern extension of the antici- 


pated interstate is about 20 miles from 
Long Grove up to Grayslake and then to 
the east. And feelings like the road itself, 
run both ways. 


Panel seeks to deny builder driveway exit from office 


Members of the Wheeling Plan Com- 


mission have recommended that the vil- 
lage board deny builder Richard Calfa 
permission to have a driveway from his 
office building at 1111 W. Dundee Road 
exit onto Redwood Trail. 


The commission members said that 


while they did not favor the alternative 
two driveway system onto Dundee Road, 
they felt Calfa should be held to the testi- 
mony he gave before zoning for the 
building was approved. 


Although Calfa testified during zoning 
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hearings that his driveways would enter 
and exit onto Dundee Road, he has since 
changed his driveway design. Residents 
on Redwood and Willow Trails are now 
protesting that the driveway exit on to 
Redwood Trail Is causing traffic prob- 
lems and Is a danger to their children. 


HERB LORTZ, chairman of the plan 


commission, said that the two driveway 
system promised during the zoning hear- 
ings was poor planning. 


"Unfortunately, I was not at that zon- 


ing hearing," he said. "If I had known he 
was going to put two driveways on Dun- 
dee Road within a couple hundred feet, I 
would have raised some hell, because 


that Is poor planning." 


Lortz said, however, that Calfa should 


be held to his original promises. "This is 
what the gentleman promised, and I 
guess this is what he is going to be left 
with," he said. 


Other members of the plan commission 


agreed whth Lortz. "He has obviously 
changed the concept of the building since 
the zoning," said Wilfred Sommer. "I 
have no sympathy for the man." 


The recommendation of the plan com- 


mission is the latest in a series of opin- 
ions rendered on the matter by various 
village agencies. Both the police depart- 
ment and the building department have 
endorsed .'the driveway exit onto Red- 
wood Trail with a forced right hand turn 
construction. 


The matter is scheduled to come be- 


fore the village board for final consid- 
eration Monday night.

Township Highway Comr. Arthur Olsen 


confirmed to the Herald Friday he sum- 
moned his highway crew shortly before 
quitting time a week ago Friday. He said 
the purpose of the meeting, as in pre- 
vious such meetings, was "to make an- 
nouncements." 


The announcements at this meeting in- 


cluded a call for volunteers to drive ve- 
hicles In the July 4 parade of the Pros- 
pect Heights Lions Club, and a request 
for memberships In the.township GOP 
organization. 


Olsen said that "It was maybe impru- 


dent of me" to ask for memberships at 
the same time he handed out paychecks, 
but he emphasized that he Informed the 


workers that the contributions were 
strictly voluntary. 


BY THE FOLLOWING Monday, all the 


five full-time and eight part-time em- 
ployes of the department had made con- 
tributions of $2 for single memberships 
or $3 for family memberships, 
Olsen 


said. 


Another full-time employe, who had 


not yet contributed, was discharged the 
day following the membership announce- 
ment "for insubordination," Olsen said. 


The highway commissioner declined to 


discuss the circumstances of the firing, 
on the advice of Township Attorney Rich- 
ard A. Cowen, who also is Republican 
township commltteeman. 


The employe told the Herald he was 


fired following a dispute with Olsen after 
the employe saw an "unofficial 
car" 


leaving the township garage on Saturday 
evening. The employe, who had worked 
for the department for about three years, 
said he followed the car and did not 
know the driver was Olsen until Olsen 
parked at his residence. 


HE SAID OLSEN told him he had been 


washing his car at the garage, and when 
the employe "stated the irregularity of 
the act," he was fired. 


Olsen said he had been testing new 


car-washing equipment, recently in- 
stalled, so that he could demonstrate it 
to department employes on Monday. 


The employe made no charge that his 


discharge was related to the membership 
solicitation, and Olsen stated emphat- 
ically that it was not. 


Olsen said he repeated the request for 


GOP memberships at the highway ga- 
rage Monday and that all the employes 
contributed "except one man who said he 
had forgotten about it and asked If he 
could bring the money the next day." Ol- 
sen said he told the man the membership 
drive would be over by then, but that he 
would put the money in and the employe 
could pay him back later.

Levitt asks single-family 
approval for development 


A request by Levitt and Sons Inc. for 


permission to eliminate all duplex homes 
in Its 50-acro Koolper-Dcmuth site and 
replace them with single-family homes is 
being considered by the Buffalo Grovo 
Plan Commission.

He said there will be several variations 
on each style to prevent all the homes 
from looking alike. The homes will range 
In price from $45,000 to $55,000, Campbell 
said. 


On the southern part of the Koelper- 


'Demuth property Levitt plans to build 
225 condominiums. On the nearby 61-ncre 
Wagner site the developer plans 312 
townhouse condominiums. Both sites are 
southeast of Aptaklslc and Arlington 
Heights roads. 


LAST WEEK a group of residents from 


Buffalo Grove's Strathmore subdivision, 
a Levitt development, asked the village 
to hold back building permits for Levitt's 
newest developments until problems in 
their homes are corrected.

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Tho Wheeling Plan Commission has 


endorsed n proposal lo make the banks 
of the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling Drainage 
-Ditch a wildlife preserve, but apparently 
Is not sure how to pursue the project. 


Esther Davis, IS E. Jeffrey Ave., pre- 


sented her proposal for a wildlife pro- 
serve to the commission at the recom- 
mendation of the village attorney. Plan 
commission members, however, said 
they would need legal counsel before 
they could take any action to Implement 
the program. 


"I think you have a very good Idea, but 


I don't know what steps we could take," 
said Herb Lortz, chairman of the plan 
commission. Ho said the commission 
should probably contact Village Atty. 
Paul Hamer for his opinion of the proj- 
ect. 


COMMISSION MEMBER Wilfred Som- 


mer said the project would take a great 
deal of research to develop because of 
legal matters Involved. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said when 


he first heard the proposal, he thought 
the program would only require getting 
casements along the creek banks. He 
noted that the village already requests 
such casements to allow for the cleaning 
and proposed widening of the creek. 


Members of the commission, however, 


sold that these casements do not prevent 
developers from clearing away natural 
vegetation. They also noted that although 
the developers have granted casements 
along the creek, the property Is still pri- 
vately owned. 


For this reason, Passolt suggested that 


Mrs. Davis might begin her project by 
contacting the park district. He said she 
could begin with a small section of the 
creek which borders park land, and then 
expand as the legal matters were explor- 
ed. 


AS PART OF her program, Mrs. Davis 


suggested that the areas bordering the 
creek bo left in their natural state, ad- 
ding only trees and wlldfowers native to 
the area. • 


"This would provide an excellent na- 


ture study area for schools, scouts and 
interested citizens close to home," she 
said. "In cases where property is private- 
ly owned, we could ask the owner If they 
would like to participate In the commu- 
nity program." 


Mrs. Davis said the village might also 


want to initiate a program of trans- 
planting trees and plants along the creek 
to give a more even ground coverage. 
She said the village could also begin 
planting trees further back from the 
banks to provide vegetation in case the 
creek is widened. 


According to Mrs. Davis, the program

Leonard Klaybor doesn't think Gov. 


_ Daniel Walker's proposed highway will 
ever be built. And if it ever is, Klaybor 
said he won't like it. 


"The way I see It Walker is probably a 


good governor, but with Mayor Daluy 
and the rest of his clowns running things, 
It won't get done," he said. 


Klaybor Is the manager of Leonard's 


Colonial Standard gas station at U.S. Ht. 
12 and Quentln Road, just west of tho 
village of Kildeer, a tiny Lake County 
town near Long Grove. 


His service statlonis several miles to 


the west of the proposed Interstate High- 
way Gov. Walker announced last week as 
his alternative to the Crosstown Ex- 
pressway. 


Klaybor will not be In the path of the 


new road, but he will definitely feel the 
effects. "If they build it, forget it for me. 
I'm dead," he said. 


HIS STATION is just a year old. It Is 


scrubbed, neat and well lighted. Klaybor 
has the kind of station that is pictured in 
magazine ads to illustrate the gasoline 
dealer as a neighborhood businessman. 


"I'll just have to go under if they put 


an expressway here In;the area. The only 
thing keeping me afloat now are those 
stoplights on the corner. If those cars go 
by at 80 or 90, I won't stand a chance. 
And If the road doesn't go by here, It'll 
drain off a lot of customers. I don't see 
how I can make It," he said above the 
highway noise. 


"It's always been my dream to have 


my own station. But the way every- 
thing's going I might just as well close 
up and work for somebody else. It takes 
four to five years to get on your feet, if 
everything goes the way it should. But 
with gas shortages, company pressure 
and expressways, I just don't know. Do I 
have much Invested? Just about $45,000 
in loans and notes. I'm just scratching 
now, I don't know what'll happen." 


The countryside through which the In- 


terstate would run Is a pleasant jumble 
of truck farms, nurseries, massive es- 
tates and new weekend hide ways. 


The ground rolls gently with slight 


swells extending from the Wisconsin 
moraines to the north. The fields are 
bordered by thick groves of trees. Car- 
dinals and jays dart through the stands 
of woods. 


Gov. Walker put a $294 million price 


tag on the project. About $72 million of 
this is planned for land acquisition. The 
state figured a cost of $1.31 million per 
mile for acquiring the right-of-way. This 
comes out to about $37,400 an acre. 


A spokesman for the state said the fig- 


ures were "very, very rough guessti- 
mates." The quality of the land and 
whether it Is developed would affect the 
final cost, he said. 


LONG GROVE stands apart from the

Poised to the south of the village is the

53 has been in the planning 
stage for years before Gov. Walker 
tagged it the alternative to the Cross- 
town. 


"Most people here have resigned them-

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Salt Creek Watershed Hood-control program

Lo- 
cated In the Ned Brown Forest Preserve 
In unincorporated Elk Grove Township, 
the basin will hold 4,210 acres feet of wa- 
ter. 


Excavation, relocation and construc- 


tion costs of the basin arc expected to 
total about $5.5 million which the state 
wilt provide now, In anticipation of future 
reimbursement by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Advertising for construction bids will 


bo placed this week and the bias bids 
will be open 30 days later, the gover- 
nor's office said.

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THE BUSSE WOODS basin is part of a 


$26.5 million upper Salt Creek Watershed 
flood control program, which has been 
proposed since the mid-1960's. The pro- 
gram is designed to relieve flooding in 
the 33,280-acre flood plain of Salt Creek 
by up to 90 per cent. 


The entire program calls for a series 


of six flood control structures along the 
creek, the largest of which is the Busse 
Woods reservoir. 


Last year's heavy rains flooded thou- 


sands of homes along the creek, causing 
approximately $10 million in damage. 
The flood was the third severe one In the 
area since 1957. 


Work on the new basin will be done In 


three phases, the governor's office said. 


First, land which the reservoir will fill 


will be cleared and excavated for pools 
where the plan calls for deeper water 
than the natural topography would allow. 


Then utility lines now crossing the re- 


servoir site will be relocated. Private 
land which eventually will be part of the 
reservoir will also be purchased, al- 
though the main part of the reservoir is 
owned by the forest preserve district. 
This phase, scheduled to begin in the 
fall, will be completed by the time phase 
three begins. 


PHASE THREE, scheduled to begin 


next summer, consists of constructing 
one main embankment and two lateral 
dams across Salt Creek and relocating a 
trailer park in the forest preserve away 
from the reservoir site. 


Funds for the relocation of the Elk 


Grove Mobile Home Trailer Park, which 
houses about 700 persons, are included in 
the $5.5 million cost figure. However, al- 
though the park is definitely scheduled to 
be moved, Mark Clark, of the governor's 
office said the state does not yet know 
where the park will be moved. 


Spokesmen from the Cook County For- 


est Preserve and the Illinois Department 
of Transportation, which sometimes as- 
sists with relocations, said they also have 
no idea where the trailer park will be 
relocated. 


FRED LUNNSMANN, manager of the 


park, said Friday that he had not been 
notified of the relocation plans. 


"Nobody's even approached the owners 


or anything. As far as we're concerned, 
we're in the dark," he said. 


Limnsmann said there is little con- 


cern among park residents about the ba- 
sin, because they still don't believe they 
will be relocated. 


"There's been talk of this for 10 or 11 


years now, and they don't believe we're 
going to be moved," he said. 


In addition to the construction costs for 


the site, the state is advancing half the 
cost of improving surrounding recreation 
facilities, up to a total share of $1.2 
million. All the recreation improvement 
expenditure by the state is expected to 
be repaid by the federal government. 


Recreation facilities will include bike 


paths, nature trails, fishing walls, boat 
docks and launch ramps, and a winter 
hill for skiing, tobagganing and sledding.

59 school 
building. 


Instead, 33 children arc learning that 


talking to animals and showing them 
proper affection and care establishes a 
"language" and personal relationship be- 
tween them. 


"The language of animals that I'm 


stressing to the children Is a language of 
love. Children seem to love animals and 
are fascinated by them. I'm teaching 
them that If you are good and affec- 
tionate to the animals they will be the 
same way with you," said Bonnie LaBar- 
bcra, first grade teacher at Brentwood 
School. She teaches the summer class 
being offered for the first time in the 
district. 


TO ILLUSTRATE the "language of an- 


imals" to the children and to extend 
their experiences and understanding of 
various domesticated animals, Miss La- 
Barbcra has had to import animals into 
the class from wherever she could find 
them.

The basin will be a 589-acre reservoir, 


capable of swelling to 1,300 acres during 
times of flooding from Salt Creek. Lo- 
cated In the Ned Brown Forest Preserve 
In unincorporated Elk Grove Township, 
the basin will hold 4,210 acres feet of wa- 
ter. 


Excavation, relocation and construc- 


tion costs of the basin arc expected to 
total about J3.5 million which the state 
will provide now, in anticipation of future 
reimbursement by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Advertising for construction bids will 


bo placed this week and the bias bids 
will be open 30 days later, the gover- 
nor's office said. 


THE BUSSE WOODS basin Is part of a 


$28,3 million upper Salt Creek Watershed 
flood control program, which has been 
proposed since the mld-1960's. The pro- 
gram Is designed to relieve flooding in 
tho 33,280-acro flood plain of Salt Creek 
by up to 00 per cent. 


Tho cntlro program calls for a scries 


of six flood control structures along tho 
creek, tho largest of which Is the Busso 
Woods reservoir. 


Last year's heavy rains flooded thou- 


sands of homes along the creek, causing 
approximately $10 million In damage. 
Tho flood was the third severe one In the 
area since 1037.

Colfax group lost battles, but won war

Tim longest Industrial strike in the 


Northwest suburbs In recent years ended 
Into Thursday when striking employes of 
the General Tlmo Co. In Rolling Mead- 
ows voted to accept a now three-year 
contract.

The agreement marks the end of a 40- 


week strike that began Oct. 2 when work- 
on walked off the job to protest the com- 
pany's refusal to a 7 per cent hourly 
wago Increase. 


The contract Is the first to be nego- 


tiated for the company workers by the 
IBEVY. Workers voted to Join the union in 
May, 1972. 


Carrlgllo said the strike was settled af- 


ter meetings with the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service in Chicago. Fed- 
eral mediators had been Involved In the 
strike In an on-agaln, off-agaln pattern. 


Spokesmen for the mediation service 


said In December talks broke down when

Gas station operator scoffs at highway proposal

Leonard Klaybor doesn't think Gov. 


Daniel Walker's proposed highway will 
ever be built. And if it ever is, Klayhor 
said he won't like it. 


"The way I see It Walker is probably a 


good governor, but with Mayor Daley 
and the rest of his clowns running things, 
It won't get done," he said. 


Klaybor is the manager of Leonard's 


Colonial Standard gas station at U.S. Rt. 
12 and Quentin Road, just west of tho 
village of Kildeer, a tiny Lake County 
town near Long Grove. 


His service stationis several miles to 


the west of the proposed Interstate High- 
way Gov. Walker announced last week as 
his alternative to the Crosstown Ex- 
pressway. 


Klaybor will not be in the path of the 


new road, but he will definitely feel the 
effects. "If they build it, forget it for me. 
I'm dead," he said. 


HIS STATION Is just a year old. It is 


scrubbed, neat and well lighted. Klaybor 
has the kind of station that is pictured in 
magazine ads to illustrate the gasoline 
dealer as a neighborhood businessman. 


"I'll just have to go under if they put 


an expressway here In the area. The only 
thing keeping me afloat now are those 
stoplights on the corner.-If those cars go 
by at 80 or 90, I won't stand a chance. 
And if the road doesn't go by here, it'll 
drain off a lot of customers. I don't see 
how I can make It," he-said above the 
highway noise. 


"It's always been my dream to have 


my own station. But the way every- 
thing's going I might just as well close 
up and work for somebody else.

Work on the long-awaited Busse Woods 


flood control basin will begin next month, 
Gov. Daniel Walker announced Friday. 


The basin will be a 589-ucre reservoir, 


capable of swelling to 1,300 acres during 
times of flooding from Salt Creek. Lo- 
cated In the Ned Brown Forest Preserve 
in unincorporated Elk Grove Township, 
the basin will hold 4,210 acres feet of wa- 
ter. 


Excavation, relocation and construc- 


tion costs of the basin arc expected to 
total about $3.5 million which the state 
will provide now, in anticipation of future 
reimbursement by the federal govern- 
ment.

THE BUSSE WOODS basin is part of a

land," over $300,000 worth of big name 
entertainers and even a 12-act circus 
with high-wire acts, big cats and a hu- 
man cannonball. 


THE FUTURE OF America Fair is do- 


signed to mean something to residents 


living in a metropolitan area. Unlike the 
Illinois State Fair in Springfield which is 
strongly oriented toward agriculture, the 
Future of America Fair will set out ex- 
hibits on recreational vehicles, aerospace 
and the street of tommorrow. 


The livestock and agriculture exhibits 


that are included will be educational rath- 
er than the traditional "best of breed" 
judging contests.

parade" which could run from Mount 
Prospect to Arlington-Park. 


He talks of bringing in the Schlitz and

Unit district study lags 


The study into the feasibility of form- 


Ing n unit school district in Schaumburg 
has lagged behind schedule, according to 
Jim Blankcnshlp, vice chairman of the 
citizens' group initiating the study. 


A progress report was due about June 


1, according to the contract between the 
Schaumburg Committee for Unit District 
and Ralph A. Belnap, a Northern Illinois 
U n i v e r s i t y education professor con- 
ducting the study. 


The first progress report will hopefully 


be ready by the second week in August, 
Blankcnshlp said Friday. 


Bclnnp is to be paid $1,500 of the 


$5,500 contract when the first report is 
submitted. Blankenshlp said, to his 
knowledge, no money has been paid out. 


Asked If the delay would mean the 


study would not be completed by October 
as planned, Blankenshlp said, "I think 
they'll make It by October." 


The committee does not want to rush 


the consultants, he said. The October 
deadline was Bclnap's date, he added, 
not the committee's. 


MEETINGS OF the unification com- 


mittee were discontinued in last March 
with the signing of the consultant's con- 
tract They will resume when the prog- 
ress report Is ready for presentation, 
Blankcnship said. "As far as were con- 
cerned, our job, to find a consultant to 
make recommendations on the unit dis- 
trict, Is done," he added. 


The second progress report was origi- 


nally scheduled for September, with an- 
other payment of $1,500. The final in- 
stallment of $2,500 is to be paid in No- 
vcrmber. 


The study will determine the educa- 


tional advantages of forming a unit dis- 
trict in Schaumburg Township. Presently 
there is an elementary school district 
and a high school district in the town- 
ship. The study will be funded primarily 
through a $5,000 donation from the 
Schaumburg United Party. 


Blankenshlp said most of the raw data 


for the study has been compiled, but the 
consultants have not yet evaluated it. 


which now provides a full hour for the 
meal, were to be canceled under the 
new proposal. Within the district there 
are schools in which all children go 
home, children may take part in parent- 
paid programs, lunch programs estab- 
lished only for winter months and district 
sponsored programs for children who 
ride buses. 


Donnie Rudd, board president, yester- 


day said he would have favored the pro- 
gram, If It had come to a vote. Although 
he felt concerns about basic issues in the 
proposal, it appeared district residents 
were strongly in favor of it, he said. 


Rudd referred to a survey taken at 


Armstrong, McArthur and Fox schools, 
in which 718 responding parents favored 
a hot-lunch program, 107 did not and 84 
were undecided. But he noted several 
trustees questioned the reliability - of 
the questionnaire, since it was not dis- 
tributed district wide. 


A new questionnaire is to be developed 


at a July 12 meeting of the board's com- 
munity relations committee, along with a 
method for obtaining a random sampling 
of opinion throughout the district. 


RUDD SAID he was concerned about 


the estimated 10 per cent minority of 
parents who want their children to walk 
home from lunch but will find that im- 
possible with the 30-mlnute limit. 


He also was concerned about the use of 


dollars intended for education to finance 
a lunch program, and about manage- 
ment's justification for the program on 
the basis of an alleged discipline prob- 
lem. Rudd said he and other board mem- 
bers felt any discipline problem should 
be handled separately, and not used to 
justify the lunch proposal. 


Estimated cost of using the program 


throughout the four schools was $29,000. 
Administrators estimate about $120,000 
would be needed to sponsor a program 
throughout the district. 


Funds for the relocation of the Elk 


Grove Mobile Home Trailer Park, which 
houses about 700 persons, are included In 
the $5,5 million cost figure. However, al- 
though the park is definitely scheduled to 
be moved, Mark Clark, of the governor's 
office said the state does not yet know 
where the park will be moved. 


Spokesmen from the Cook County For- 


est Preserve and the Illinois Department 
of Transportation, which sometimes as- 
sists with relocations, said they also have 
no idea where the trailer park will be 
relocated. 


FRED LUNNSMANN, manager of the 


park, said Friday that he bad not been 
notified of the relocation plans. 


"Nobody's even approached the owners 


or anything. As far as we're concerned, 
we're in the dark," he said. 


Lunnsmann said there is little con- 


cern among park residents about the ba- 
sin, because they still don't believe they 
will be relocated. 


"There's been talk of this for 10 or 11 


years now, and they don't believe we're 
going to be moved," he said. 


In addition to the construction costs for 


the site, the state is advancing half the 
cost of improving surrounding recreation 
facilities, up to a total share of $1.2 
million. All the recreation improvement 
expenditure by the state is expected to 
be repaid by the federal government. 


Recreation facilities will include bike 


paths, nature trails, fishing walls, boat 
docks and launch ramps, and a winter 
hill for skiing, tobogganing and sledding. 
The hill will be built with earth ex- 
cavated from the reservoir site. 


IN ANNOUNCING the plans, Gov. 


Walker said, "The people whose lives 


and homes are potentially threatened by- 
flooding of Salt Creek have watched 
agency upon agency draw plans to pro- 
vide flood control. But for-one reason af- 
ter another, nothing was done. 


"This project has epitomized the 


grand-plans-but-no-action syndrome of 
bureaucracy tied up in red tape. 


"Waiting for federal approval before, 


proceeding would delay flood control at 
least another three years and possibly as 
many as ten." 


The state has not yet received a li- 


cense to begin work on the site from the 
Cook County Forest Preserve. James 
Tyndall, assistant general superintendent 
of the forest preserve, said that'such a 
license will only be granted if the state's 
construction plans meet with approval 
from the local Soil Conservation Service. 


Tyndall said that such approval is ex- 


pected in the near future.

Whose uvoods 


are these?

In the midst of tho Watergate scan- 


dnl, rising food prices and dlmlnislilng 
fuel supplies, a local, less serious, but 
equally perplexing problem has cropped 
up agate. 


It seems (lint the topic of Sarah's 


Grove has been brought up for dis- 
cussion. Schaumburg area neophytes 
may wonder just what this grove Is and 
more importrntly why It would cause 
problems, but anyone who has been 
around for nwhllc knows the grove has 
much significance, and has been the sub- 
ject of much controversy. 


Sarah's Grove Is commonly known as a 


collection of mature trees along the north 
side of Schaumburg Road on the site of 
the Schaumburg branch of Rush-Pros- 
bytoriatvSt. Luke's Medical Center. 


It Is believed tho area was one first 


settled within tho township and therefore 
has some historical Importance. 


THE CONTROVERSY began to brew 


when a planned unit development and 
the hospital were proposed. Some feared 
the developers would destroy tho trees. 
With big trees In the corn field — cum — 
megalopolis harder to find than the own- 
er of a Chicago slum, some argued the 
trees could be saved. 


The developers and the hospital have 


assured everyone tho trees could bo sav- 
ed, but an Interesting note evolved from 
tho discussion. 


In the midst of the argument, no less 


than Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. At- 
chcr decreed that Sarah's Grove was not 
In Schaumburg township. He quoted an 
1070 history of Bloomlngdale Township 
which Indicated that Sarah's Grove was 
there and not here. Therefore, the area 
has no historical Importance. 


Fine, but apparently that was not the 


end of it. In last week's mall came a

note from none other than Ray LeBeau, 
Schaumburg village trustee. LeBeau has 
worn a variety of hats for the village 
recently, Including public relations direc- 
tor. He is now the head of the village's 
bi-centcnnial commlteee. His note sought 
to announce a meeting for the village's 
1976 project. 


IT CAN BE assumed that LeBeau 


would be knowledgeable about the vil- 
lage's history and certainly know the 
score on Sarah's Grove. 


But from his pen comes these words: 


"Schaumburg con be proud of Its heri- 
tage that can trace Its early beginnings 
as Sarah's Grove one hundred and 
thirty or so years ago." 


Could it be that Sarah's Grove is in 


Schaumburg Township? The question is 
becoming harder and harder to answer. 
It also Is becoming harder to keep 
straight. 


Could It be that Schaumburg only ac- 


cepts Sarah's Grove when It becomes 
convenient or non-controversial? 


Whatever the cose might be, we try to 


keep things straight, but an occasional 
swltchcroo, like Sarah's Grove, makes 
that Job Just a little harder. 


Insurance benefits rise 
for area schoolchildren 


Benefits were significantly increased in 


five areas of the 12-month Insurance cov- 
erage parents may purchase for children 
of Schaumburg Township schools for the 
coming year. 


Tho board of education has contracted 


with United Insurance Co. of America for 
its 1973-74 insurance program, with a 
slight Increase in premium costs over the 
Puritan Life program available last 
year. Parents arc not required to pur- 
chase the Insurance. 


For school time coverage only, the pre- 


mium is $3, the same as last year. But 
for 24-hour, 12-month coverage, the pre- 
mium has increased from $15 last year 
to $18 for the coming year. The premium 
is paid once for the entire year. 


Improvements In the coverage appear 


In hospital bed rate provisions, allow- 
ances for dental bills from tooth Injuries, 
accidental death benefits, X-ray charges 
and private tutoring benefits. 


THE NEW PROGRAM provides full 


cost of semi private or private rooms or 
Intensive care beds. Last year's plan had 
a S-JO per day limit. 


Children with tooth injuries are cov- 


ered for up to $150 per tooth, compared 
with the old plan's benefit of $150 per 
accident. 


Tho new plan provides accidental 


death benefits of $10,000 plus medical 


costs, while the old plan allowed either 
the $10,000 or the medical costs, but not 
both. 


The full cost of X-rays done in or out of 


the hospital will be paid under the com- 
ing year's policies, while last year's pro- 
vided for a limited number of X-rays, up 
to $30 In X-rays for a fracture or $7.50. 
without a fracture. 


Costs of tutoring up to a $1,000 total, 


with a $3 per hour maximum tutor sala- 
ry, arc provided after the fourth con- 
secutive week of incapacity from a dis- 
abling injury. No such provision in any 
form was provided under last year's pro- 
gram.

Walker's folly? 


Gas station operator scoffs at highway proposal

Leonard Klaybor doesn't think Gov. 


Daniel Walker's proposed highway will 
ever be built. And if it ever is, Klaybor 
said he won't like it. 


"The way I see it Walker Is probably a 


good governor, but with Mayor Daley 
and the rest of his clowns running things, 
it won't get done," he said. 


Klaybor is the manager of Leonard's 


Colonial Standard gas station 'at U.S. Rt. 
12 and Quentin Road, just west of tho 
village of Kildeer, a tiny Lake County 
town near Long Grove. 


His service statlonis several miles to 


the west of the proposed Interstate High- 
way Gov. Walker announced last week as 
his alternative to the Crosstown Ex- 
pressway. 


Klaybor wilt not be in the path of the 


new road, but he will definitely feel the 
effects. "If they build It, forget it for me. 
I'm dead," he said. 
' ' 


HIS STATION is just a year old. It is 


scrubbed, neat and well lighted. Klaybor 
has the kind of station that is pictured in 
magazine ads to Illustrate the gasoline 
dealer as a neighborhood businessman. 


"I'll just have to go under if they put 


an expressway here in the area. The only 
thing keeping me afloat now are those 
stoplights on the corner. If those cars go 
by at 80 or 90, I won't stand a chance. 
And if the road doesn't go by here, it'll 
drain off a lot of customers. I don't see 
how I can make it," he said above.the 
highway noise. 


"It's always been my dream to have 


my own station. But the way every; 
thing's going I might just as well close 
up and work for somebody else. It takes 
four to five years to get on your feet, if 
everything goes the way it should. But 
with gas shortages, company pressure 
and expressways, I just don't know. Do I 
have much Invested? Just about $45,000 
in loans and notes. I'm just scratching 
now, I don't know what'll happen." 


The countryside through which the in- 


terstate would run is a pleasant jumble 
of truck farms, nurseries, massive es- 
tates and new weekend hidoways. 


The ground rolls gently with slight 


swells extending from the Wisconsin 
moraines to the north. The fields are 
bordered by thick groves of trees. Car- 
dinals and jays dart through the stands 
of woods. 


Gov. Walker put a $294 million price 


tag on the project. About $72 million of 
this is planned for land acquisition. The 
state figured a cost of $1.31 million per 
mile for acquiring the right-of-way. This 
comes out to about $37,400 an acre. 


A spokesman for the state said the fig- 


ures were "very, very rough guessti- 
mates." The quality of the land and 
whether it Is developed would affect the 
final cost, he said. 


LONG GROVE stands apart from the 


usual Northwest suburb. A restored vil- 


THE RUSTIC covered bridge will 
soon stand beside Gov. Daniel Walk- 


lage as a commercial enterprise is 
reached by means of the blacktops off 
the highway. 


Poised to the south of the village Is the 


improved extension of Rt. 53, the basis 
for the new interstate. 


The manager of the Crossroads store 


in Long Grove is used to the idea of the 
concrete march through the town. A new 
improved Rt. $3 has been in the planning 
stage, for years before Gov. Walker 
tagged it the alternative to the Cross- 
town. 


"Most people here have resigned them- 


selves to the idea of having this built. 
The village opposed it. It splits the vil- 
lage in half. But it won't affect the busi- 
ness district much," he said. 


But the manager of Ginny's Gift Shop 


in Long Grove thinks the highway would 
provide a more direct route to the vil- 
lage. 


"People have problems finding the 


place," she said of the asphalt cut-offs 
that row lead to town. 


Nick Nohl drives a truck for the Elgin 


Paper Co. and he looks forward to the 
new road. 


"It's really what we need to get us 


around the city, especially if you're a 
trucker. These areas are getting built up 
and the people need a road," he said. 


Nohl, although he likes the governor's 


plans, is not satisfied. "We also need 
that crosstown road. It's rough driving 
through the streets downtown." 


L. Koch owns 20 acres of farm land 


outside the village of Hawthorne Woods. 
He also operates a small produce stand 
on Old Higgins Road. 


"Where the hell are they going to put 


it, I want to know. They should put it 
through the new homes. They are the 
ones who want it. Why should they cut up 
farm land? What's a person to do if he's 


er's 
proposed "Crosstown Alterna- 


tive." 


got some acres over here and another 
little plot over there? You tell me. What 
the hell are they going to do?" 


ALTHOUGH KOCH fears for himself 


and the other farmers in the area, the 
fields have steadily been giving way to 
developers for some time. 


Marjorie Taylor works in the Ela 


Township Office, Lake Zurich, which en- 
compasses part of the proposed route. 


"The farmers are selling out all 


around here. They can't afford to farm 
here anymore on a small scale. Since the 
government cut back on the subsidies, 
the farmer is finding it pretty hard. Now 
they're cutting up the farms for the de- 
velopers." 


The new road would be west of the vil- 


lage, but Mrs. Taylor sees benefits in 
that. "It'll get the trucks out of town. We 
don't have room for them any more. 
'They can just roll by us." 


Mundelein straddles the path for the 


highway. The small businessman there 
looks to the future and likes what he 
foresees. 


Some like Edd Miller are optimistic 


about the road and its benefits to his gas 
station. 


"IT WOULD HELP this area consid- 


erably since there's not much going on. 
It'd help the area grow," he said. 


He can already see growth. A Holiday 


Inn opened across the road just last 
month and a new shopping center is go- 
ing up just down the road. 


Miller's father Shirl manages the sta- 


tion for him and he makes no bones 
about his view of Walker's announce- 
ment, "We'd love it." 


The northern extension of the antici- 


pated interstate is about 20 miles from 
Long Grove up to Grayslake and then to 
the east. And feelings like the road itself, 
run both ways.

Township Highway Comr. Arthur Olsen 


confirmed to the Herald Friday he sum- 
moned his highway crew shortly before 
quitting time a week ago Friday. He said 
the purpose of the meeting, as in pre- 
vious such meetings, was "to make an- 
nouncements." 


The announcements at this meeting in- 


cluded a call for volunteers to d»ive ve- 
hicles in the July 4 parade of the Pros- 
pect Heights Lions Club, and i request 
for memberships in the township GOP 
organization. 


Olsen said that "it was maybe Impru- 


dent of me" to ask for memberships at 
the same time he handed out paychecks, 
but he emphasized that he informed the 


workers that the contributions were 
strictly voluntary. 


BY THE FOLLOWING Monday, all the 


five full-time and eight part-time em- 
ployes of the department had made con- 
tributions of $2 for single memberships 
or $3 for family memberships, Olsen 
said. 


Another full-time employe, who had 


not yet contributed, was discharged the 
day following the membership announce- 
ment "for insubordination," Olsen said. 


The highway commissioner declined to 


discuss the circumstances of the firing, 
on the advice of Township Attorney Rich- 
ard A. Cowen, who also is Republican 
township committeeman. 


The employe told the Herald he was 


fired following a dispute with Olsen after 
the employe saw an "unofficial car'! 
leaving the township garage on Saturday 
evening. The employe, who had worked 
for the department for about three years, 
said he followed the car and did not 
know the driver was Olsen until Olsen 
parked at his residence. 


HE SAID OLSEN told him he had been 


washing his car at the garage, and when 
the employe "stated the Irregularity of 
the act," he was fired. 


Olsen said he had been testing new 


car-washing equipment, recently in- 
stalled, so that he could demonstrate it 
to department employes on Monday. 


The employe made no charge that his 


discharge was related to the membership 
solicitation, and Olsen stated emphat- 
ically that it was not. 


Olsen said he repeated the request for 


GOP memberships at the highway ga- 
rage Monday and that all the employes 
contributed "except one man who said he 
had forgotten about it and asked if he 
could bring the money the next day." Ol- 
sen said he told the man the membership 
drive would be over by then, but that he 
would put the money In and the employe 
could pay him back later.

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Powder puff 'crackdown 


Most substandard buildings in Village still standing despite 14 months of warnings 


by TOM VON MALDER 


After 14 months, Mount Prospect's 


"crackdown" on substandard buildings 
has produced almost negligible results. 


Of 16 buildings on the original "notion" 


list, only four have had substantial re- 
pairs and ono was demolished after a 
serious flro. Meanwhile, two other par- 
tially boarded-up buildings have become 
candidates for tho list. 


Village Trustee George B. Anderson, 


originator of tho crackdown attempts, 
has blamed a "dialogue of procrastina- 
tion" for delays In upgrading tho build- 
ings. Anderson, miffed by the small re- 
sults of tho program, said he may de- 
mand action soon from the village ad- 
ministration. 


Building director Bucll Dutton counters 


Anderson's Iro by saying he has been too 
busy even to successfully track down all 
18 property owners, some of whom are 
absentee landlords. 


"1 work an average of 60 hours a week 


Just trying to keep up with the current 
work load," Dutlon said. He is the only 
person available to check all plans and 
issue building permits for the millions of 
dollars worth of construction now going 
on In tho village. An assistant, who 
would have reduced Button's work load 
considerably, quit recently because he 
did not want to provide background cre- 
dentials. 


DUTTON SAID ho agrees with Ander- 


son that tho hazardous conditions Includ- 
ed on the so-called "shoddy buildings" 
list aro serious. "Sure, all of these things 
are Important," he said, "but Mount 
Prospect might suffer If 1 were to drop 
everything olso (to get to them)." 


He said It might bo more Important for 


him to work on tho building permits, de- 
lay of which costs contractors money, or 
to get a new, better building code 
adopted by tho village than to "argue for 
an hour with someone to get weeds cut." 


Tho list of substandard buildings was 


drawn up in April, 1072, after a wind- 
shield survey of tho community. Ander- 
son had asked for tho survey because he 
believed the buildings represented a 
safety hazard. Defects listed Include 


such things as overgrown weeds, lack of 
painting or needed structural repairs. In 
one case, garaga doors were hanging off, 
but that was corrected. 


Anderson has called "ridiculous" Out- 


ton's repeated contention that more men 
would have to be hired for the building 
department if all listed hazards arc to bo 
taken care of. With only about 10 build- 
ings, Anderson said Dutton should be 
able to take caro of each without addi- 
tional personnel. 


MANPOWER ISN'T the only problem, 


Dutton said. He pointed out that most of 
tho listed defects are not actual code vlo-. 
latlons. 


"I can't order someone to paint," Dut- 


ton said, referring to an old barn near 
600 W. Rand Rd. Since the barn was an- 
nexed after It was built, he said it can 
legally remain, although current codes 
would not permit Its construction. Ander- 
son called tho barn a firctrap. 


So far Dutton has sent out one scries of 


letters asking the building owners to up- 
grade their properties. But some letters 
had to bo sent to banks because they 
were the nearest thing to an owner that 
Dutton could find by going through tax 
rolls. 


A second letter is In the works and 


Dutton has said he may eventually take 
some of the property owners into court, 
If there are code violations involved. He 
said the first such case, If II came to 
that, would be tho abandoned home on 
tho Old Orchard Country Club property, 
just north of the theater-restaurant on 
Schoenbeck Road. 


DUTTON HAS asked Albert Newman, 


country club owner, to either fix up the 
building or have it torn down. Windows 
and doors on the brick house are broken. 
From visiting the house, It appears Mexi- 
can employes of the country club are liv- 
ing there. 


Since broken doors and windows must 


be boarded up under state law, and then 
only as a temporary measure, Dutton 
said the Old Orchard building Is in viola- 
tion of tho law. But Dutton added he has 
not acted quickly in this case because of 
the building's isolation, The situation

Wheeling Township highway depart- 


ment employes were asked to contribute 
for membership in the Wheeling Town- 
ship Republican Organization at a brief 
meeting at which their paychecks were 
distributed. 


Township Highway Comr. Arthur Olsen 


confirmed to the Herald Friday he sum- 
moned his highway crew shortly before 
quitting time a week ago Friday. He said 
the purpose of the meeting, as in pre- 
vious such meetings, was "to make an- 
nouncements." 


The announcements at this meeting in- 


cluded a call for volunteers to drive ve- 
hicles in the July 4 parade of the Pros- 
pect Heights Lions Club, and a request 
for memberships In the township GOP 
organization. 


Olsen said that "it was maybe impru- 


dent of me" to ask for memberships at 
the same time he handed out paychecks, 
but he emphasized that he informed the 
workers that the contributions were 
strictly voluntary. 


BY THE FOLLOWING Monday, all the 


five full-time and eight part-time em- 
ployes of the department had made con- 
tributions of $2 for single memberships 
or $3 for family memberships, 
Olsen 


said. 


Another full-time employe, who had 


not yet contributed, was discharged the 
day following the membership announce- 
ment "for insubordination," Olsen said. 


The highway commissioner declined to 


discuss the circumstances of the firing, 
on the advice of Township Attorney Rich- 
ard A. Cowen, who also is Republican 
township committeeman. 


The employe told the Herald he was 


fired following a dispute with Olsen after 


the employe saw an "unofficial car" 
leaving the township garage on Saturday 
evening. The employe, who had worked 
for the department for about three years, 
said he followed the car and did not 
know the driver was Olsen until Olsen 
parked at his residence. 


HE SAID OLSEN told him he had been 


washing his car at the garage, and when 
the employe "stated the Irregularity of 
the act," he was fired. 


Olsen said he had been testing new 


car-washing equipment, recently in- 
stalled, so that he could demonstrate it 
to department employes on Monday. 


The employe made no charge that his 


discharge was related to the membership 
solicitation, and Olsen stated emphat- 
ically that it was not. 


Olsen said he repeated the request for

contributed "except one man who said be 
had forgotten about it and asked if. he 
could bring the money the next day."]

Wheeling Tow-nshlp highway depart- 


ment employes were asked to contribute 
for membership In the Wheeling Town- 
ship Republican Organization at a brief 
meeting at which their paychecks were 
distributed. 


Township Highway Comr. Arthur Olson 


confirmed to tha Herald Friday he sum- 
moncd his highway crew shortly before 
quitting tlmo a week ago Friday. He said 
the purpose of the meeting, as In pro- 
vlous such meetings, was "to make an- 
nounccmcnts." 


The announcements at this meeting In- 


cluded a call for volunteers to drive ve- 
hicles In the July 4 parade of the Pros- 
pect Heights Lions Club, and a request 
for memberships In the township GOP 
organization. 


Olscn said that "It was maybe Impru- 


dent of me" to ask for memberships at 
the same tlmo ho handed out paychecks, 
but ho emphasized that he informed tho 
workers that tho contributions were 
strictly voluntary. 


BY THE FOLLOWING Monday, all the 


flvo full-time and eight part-time em- 
ployes of the department had made con- 
tributions of $2 for single memberships 
or $3 for family memberships, Olson 
said. 


Another full-time employe, who had 


not yet contributed, was discharged the 
day following the membership announce- 
ment "for Insubordination," Olscn said. 


The highway commissioner declined to 


discuss tho circumstances of the firing, 
on the advice of Township Attorney Rich- 
ard A. Cowcn, who also is Republican 
township commlttccman. 


Tho employe told the Herald ho was 


fired following a dispute with Olscn after 
the employe saw an "unofficial car" 


leaving the township garage on Saturday 
evening. Tho employe, who had worked 
for the deportment for about three years, 
said he followed the car and did not 
know tho driver was Olsen until Olscn 
parked at his residence. 


HE SAID OLSEN told him he had been 


washing his car at the garage, and when 
tho employe "stated the Irregularity of 
tho act," ho was fired. 


Olscn said he had been testing new 


car-washing equipment, recently In- 
stalled, so that ho could demonstrate it 
to department employes on Monday. 


Tho employe made no charge that his 


discharge was related to the membership 
solicitation, and Olsen stated emphat- 
ically that it was not 


Olsen said he repeated the request for 


GOP memberships at tho highway ga- 
rage Monday and that all tho employes 
contributed "except one man who said he 
had forgotten about it and asked If he 
could bring tho money the next day." Ol- 
sen said he told the man the membership 
drive would bo over by then, but that ho 
would put the money in and the employe 
could pay him back later. 


At that time, he said, only the fulltlme 


employes were informed of the firing. 


Cowcn told the Herald it is "absolutely 


not" the policy to condition "employ- 
ment, payment or promotions" of town- 
ship employes on political contributions. 


"IN RETROSPECT, (Olscn) was un- 


wise in mentioning membership at a 
meeting at which paychecks were dis- 
tributed," said Cowcn. "But I'm sure 
that ho Is aware that the decision of an 
employe to participate or not can have 
absolutely no bearing on his employ- 
ment."

Walker's folly? 


Gas station operator scoffs at highway proposal 


by JOE SWICKARD 


and BETTY LEE 


Leonard Klaybor doesn't think Gov. 


Daniel Walker's proposed highway will 
ever be built. And if it ever is, Klaybor 
said he won't like It. 


"The way I see it Walker is probably a 


good governor, but with Mayor Daley 
and the rest of his clowns running things, 
it won't get done," he said. 


Klaybor is the manager of Leonard's 


Colonial Standard gas station at U.S. Rt. 
12 and Quentin Road, Just west of tho 
village of Klldecr, a tiny Lake County 
town near Long Grove. 


His service stationls several miles to 


the west of the proposed Interstate High- 
way Gov. Walker announced last week as 
his alternative to the Cross town Ex- 
pressway. 


Klaybor will not be in the path of the 


new road, but he will definitely feel the 
effects. "If they build it, forget it for me. 
I'm dead," he said. 


HIS STATION is just a year old. It is 


scrubbed, neat and well lighted. Klaybor 
has the kind of station that is pictured in 
magazine ads to illustrate the gasoline 
dealer as a neighborhood businessman. 


"I'll just have to go under if they put 


an expressway here In the area. The only 
thing keeping me afloat now are those 
stoplights on the corner. If those cars go 
by at 80 or 90, I won't stand a chance. 
And if the road doesn't go by here, it'll 
drain off a lot of customers. I don't see 
how I can make it," he said above the 
highway noise. 


"It's always been my dream to have 


my own station. But the way every- 
thing's going I might just as well close 
up and work for somebody else. It takes 
four to five years to get on your feet, if 
everything goes the way it should. But 
with gas shortages, company pressure 
and expressways, I just don't know. Do I 
have much invested? Just about $45,000 
In loans and notes, I'm just scratching 
now, I don't'know what'll happen." 


The countryside through which the in- 


terstate would run is a pleasant jumble

"Most people here have resigned them- 


selves to the idea of having this built 
The village opposed it. It splits the vil- 
lage hi half. But It won't affect the busi- 
ness district much," he said.

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School principal 


She's not really 'retiring' 


by BETTY LEE 


Tnlk about retirement and Mrs. Helen 


Castor shudders. 


Although she Is leaving Westgato 


School tills summer after 15 years of 
being principal she had kept the word 
"retirement" from sprouting Into the 
"this Is my Inst ycnr" blues. "I thought 
I'd keep quiet and finish this year as In 
any other year, " she said. 


Out the year marks an end (o nearly 


two decades In Arlington Heights School 
Olst. 23, of watching Wcstgatc grow from 
a one-story wing to a multi-level build- 
ing, and seeing thousands of children 
grasp the skills to read and write during 
their early years. 


"One of the biggest changes over the 


years was the availability of teachers," 
said Mrs. Castor. "There was a time 
when you didn't have enough teachers 
and always felt relieved to have a full 
staff when school started. Before, we In- 
terviewed teachers. Now they arc Inter- 
viewing us." 


The school administrative philosophy 


has changed dramatically, she said. 


"IT HAS CHANGED from a little to a 


big school system. I wanted to be in- 
volved with tho problems in the school, 
to have a role In solving these problems. 
Many things were done alike in all the 
schools. If you didn't know how to ap- 
proach something, you looked It up In 
the manual the school administrators 
prepared. 


"Now 
you don't do things uniformly. 


Maybe there's a richness In the variety 
of solution. Teachers had to change. 
They used to be told to teach this or that. 
And I had to decide on things. There's no 
big superpower telling you what to do. 
You have to take the responsibilities." 


Mrs. Castor came to the school district 


In 193-1 and taught kindergarten classes 
at Ridge School. Four years later she 
continued teaching klrxlcrgartcn. but at 
Wcstgatc School where she was also 
principal. 


A graduate of Ball State University in 


Munclc, Ind., Mrs. Castor taught high 
school English and physical education 
for ten years. She returned to college for 
more studies, this time for kindergarten 
education. 


WITH INNOVATIONS In classrooms 


today, such as multi-age classes, transi- 
tional new math and reading programs 
are kids different today than they were 
20 years ago? 
, 


"Kids don't change that much," she 


said. "I think television has been both 
harmful and helpful. Violence on tele- 
vision has made some difference In val- 
ues kids hold. They accept violence as a 
way of life. 


"Actually, this Is an exciting time In 


education," she continued. "Materials 
hove been more attractive In schools be- 
cause It has to compete with television. 
Now the child dares you to stimulate 
him — he's accustomed to the high ap- 
peal of television. 


Multi-age grouping — the combining of 


first-ami second-grade students in a 
classroom — has met approval with Mrs. 
Castor, who has kept an open, but criti- 
cal eye on education. 


"Surprisingly it (multi-age grouping) 


has taken a great deal of pressure off 
first-graders. They feel less pressured to 
perform what Is the preconceived level," 
she said. 


THE CHILD WHO performs at a lower 


level, or at a slower pace, will not be apt 
to develop a low concept of himself, 
knowing that the students who arc doing 
better arc probably older and In the up- 
per grade, she explained. 


"Some children just need to build some 


confidence in themselves," said Mrs. 
Castor. "For example, one of the older 
ones In the group can help some younger 
child. They really blossom out." 


"The thing that gets In the way In 


learning Is the child's own concept of 
himself," she said. "The system expects 
the child to read by first grade and so 
on, and the child can't get off the pat- 


tern. The expectations arc unrealistic. 


"I agree with Martin Mayer (an educa- 


tion writer who, In 1961, wrote "The 
Schools")," she said. "What was the 
point In pushing these kids along? And 
what about the kid who wasn't ready to 
go ahead? I can't see where they are 
going to be ahead. Early reading doesn't 
mean they'll love learning. There's no 
correlation — it's just the skill, so what's 
the difference If a kid learns to read at 
age five or seven?" 


AND ALONG WITH multi-age group- 


Ing the teachers do a great deal more by 
allowing the child to follow his own Inter- 
ests, according to Mrs. Castor. 


"From a supervisor's point of view, I 


used to be concerned with each teacher. 
Was she programming everything right? 
Did the child have a productive day — 
was he busy all day? 


"Now 
you have to look at things from 


the children's point of view. They must 
learn how to learn. Of course you need 
basic sWJls, I'm not saying we don't need 
them, but there's so much knowledge In 
the world. You have to Inspire a love for 
learning, a thirst for knowledge." 


The teacher has to take the responsi- 


bility for the child to learn what he Is 
Interested in, she added. The planning 
Is harder than to just open a book and 
say "this Is what we are going to learn." 


Retirement from Westgate School does 


not mean abstinence from education for 
Mrs. Castor, who plans to Include herself 
in "seasonal, short-term Involvement" 
in the future. 


She and her husband, Pat, who had re- 


tired from the superintendent post for 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows School Dlst. 
15, three years ago, are making plans to 
travel. But at this moment schools and 
children take predominant position In her 
plans. "I don't know what it's going to 
be, but nobody needs to be uninvolvcd 
nowadays," she said. 


MANY
